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Provides no change to the existing national 
emergency dispute provisions of Title II of the

It does this by 
repealing the emergency procedures of the Railway 
Labor Act and bringing the railroads and airlines

Provides’ that in recognition of the special 
nature of the transportation industries, the 
President would be empowered to use, in addition to 
the basic emergency dispute provisions of the Labor-

Empowers the President to choose any one of 
these new procedures--but if the one chosen does not 
result in the resolution of the dispute, the

Authorizes the President to extend (in certain 
situations) the cooling-off period, with continued 
bargaining between the parties for a period of up to 
thirty days.

Secretary of Labor, shall apply to the operation by 
any agency or instrumentality of the District of 
Columbia including the Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority of any mass transit facilities 
owned or controlled by it and to any contract or 
other arrangement for the operation of transit 
facilities. Asserts that whenever such agency or 
instrumentality shall operate any transit facility 
or enter into any contractual or other arrangements 
for the operation of such transit facility, such 
agency or instrumentality shall extend to employees 
of affected mass_ transportation systems first 
opportunity for transfer and appointment as 
employees of the agency or instrumentality in 
accordance with seniority, in any nonsupervisory job 
in respect to such operations for which they can 
qualify after a reasonable training period. 

Provides that, the agency or instrumentality 
shall deal with and enter into written contracts 
with employees as defined in section 2 of the 
National Labor Relations Act (29 U.S.C. 152), 
through accredited representatives of such employees 
or representatives of any labor organization 
authorized to act for such employees concerning 
wages, salaries, hours, working conditions, and 
pension or retirement provisions. 

Allows the agency or instrumentality to 
establish and maintain a system of pensions and 
retirement benefits for such officers and employees 
of the agency or instrumentality as may be 
designated or described by resolution of the agency 
or instrumentality and to fix the terms of and 
restrictions on admission to such system and the 
classifications therein. 

Asserts that whenever the agency or 
instrumentality acquires existing transit facilities 
from a public or privately owned utility either in 
proceeding by eminent domain or otherwise, the 
agency or instrumentality shall assume and observe 
all existing labor contracts and pension 
obligations. 

Provides that the authority shall be governed by 
a Board of six Directors consisting of two Directors 
for each signatory. Asserts that for Virginia, the 
Directors shall be appointed by the Northern 
Virginia Transportation Commission; for the District 
of Columbia, by the City Council of the District of 
Columbia from among its members, the Commissioner 
and the Assistant to the Commissioner of the 
District of Columbia; and for Maryland, by the 
Washington Suburban Transit Commission. Provides 
that in each instance the Director shall be 
appointed from among the members of the appointing 
body except as otherwise provided herein and_ shall 
serve for a term coincident with his term on the 
body by which he was appointed.

Authorizes the appropriation of the following 
amounts for law enforcement assistance: $800,000,000 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1971, 
$1,000,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1972, and $1,200,000,000 for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1973.

Uniform Comprehensive Assistance and Land 
Acquisition Act - Title I - Definitions - Defines 
various words and phrases used in this Act. 

Title II Uniform Relocation Assistance -

real property for public use in a State to make fair 
and reasonable relocation payments to displaced 
persons including expenses for moving himself, his 
family, his business, farm operation, or other 
personal property. Provides that if a person 
disposes of property less than fair value then the 
Government shall reimburse the loss. Permits the 
President in various hardship cases to authorize 
advance relocation payments. Provides for review of 
aggrieved persons by Head of the Agency. 

Provides that in lieu of the above payments 
displaced persons may elect to receive: (1) up _ to 
$200 for moving expenses; and (2) up to $100 for 
dislocation. 

Provides additional payments for displaced 
businesses which cannot relocate without a 
Substantial loss including farm operations and 
rental housing. Sets up relocation assistance 
programs to aid person who have immediately adjacent

Title III - Uniform Land Acquisition Policy -

property was acquired. Provides that agency heads 
are directed to make every reasonable effort to 
acquire real property by negotiated purchase, and 
that such property shall be appraised before 
negotiations with the owner being given an 
opportunity to accompany the ‘appraiser during his 
inspection. Provides that no owner shall be 
required to surrender possession of real property 
before the payment of the agreed purchase price, or 
deposits with the courts a deposit for the benefit 
of the owner an amount not less than the appraised 
value of the property. Sets forth procedures 
relating to the acquisition of buildings, 
structures, and improvements relating to such real 
property. Provides for the payment of expenses by 
the Federal Government of expenses incidental to the 
transfer of title to such lands. Provides various 
procedures relating to the acquisition of lands by 
Federally assisted programs. 

Title IV = Judicial Review - Provides that any 
person or State adversely affected or aggrieved by a 
final action of a Federal agency action can demand 
appropriate relief in a judicial district of the 
United States as follows: (1) if the agency action 
pertains to property or any interest therein 
acquired or being acquired by the United States, or 
the ownership or right of the United States to 
possession of property, by an action in the judicial 
district in which the property is situated; and (2) 
in all other matters, by an action in a judicial 
district as provided for in 28 ULSLC. 1391.

Asserts that any officer or employee of a 
consumer reporting agency who knowingly and 
willfully provides information on an individual from 
the agency's files to a person not authorized to 
receive that information shall be fined not more 
than $5,000 or imprisoned not more than one year, or 
both. 

Provides that a consumer reporting agency shall 
permit any individual to examine the information in 
his file and, the sources therof, and shall provide 
trained personnel during normal business hours and 
on reasonable notice to explain the information to 
the individual. 

Asserts that any person who denies credit, 
insurance, or employment to an individual or who 
increases his charge for credit of insurance either 
wholly or partly because of the information 
contained in a consumer report received from a 
consumer reporting agency shall promptly notify in 
writing that individual of the action taken and 
that the action was due in whole or in part to a 
consumer report. 

Provides that whenever an individual disputes 
the accuracy of any item of information in his file, 
the consumer reporting agency shall promptly 


investigate the matter and if it finds that the 
item is in error or if it is unable to verify the 
item's validity, the consumer reporting agency 
shall: (1) promptly expunge the item from the 
individual's file; (2) refrain from reporting the 
item on future reports; and (3) promptly notify all 
prior recipients of the item that had been reported 
in error and is being expunged from the individual's 
record. 

Provides that a consumer reporting agency shall 
maintain reasonable procedures designed to keep its 
information current and up to date. Asserts that 
whenever information that an individual's account is 
past due or that an attempt to collect an 


individual's account has been made is regularly 
reported by a creditor to a consumer reporting 
agency, the creditor shall promptly report the 
disposition of the account to the consumer reporting 
agency. 

Asserts that no person may procure, prepare, or 


furnish an investigative consumer report on any 
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individual unless, in each instance, the preparer, 
purpose, details, and scope of the investigation are 
disclosed in advance to the individual and his 
written permission is ob tained before the 
investigation is begun. Asserts that, whenever the 
information contained in an investigative consumer 
report is transmitted on a standardized form, a 
blank copy of the form shall be _ furnished the 
individual at the time the details and scope of the 
investigation are disclosed.

Provides that complaints in 
such actions shall be supported by affidavits of at 
least two technically qualified persons affirming 
that the defendant's activity damages or reasonably 
may damage the environment or public trust of the 
United States.

Permits citizens to bring 
anti-pollution suits in Federal and State courts 
against other citizens or Government agencies. 

Grants the courts authority to provide 
declaratory relief, temporary and permanent 
equitable relief, or to impose conditions on the 
defendant's operations which are required for the 
protection of the air, water, land or public trust 
of the United States from unreasonable pollution, 
impairment or destruction. 

Provides that the act shall be supplementary to 
existing administrative and regulatory procedures 
provided by law and grants the court authority to 
remand the parties to such procedures. Provides 
that nothing in the section shall prevent’ the

Veterans Medical Care Delivery Act - Provides 
improved medical care to veterans and their 
dependents. Improves recruitment and retention of 
career personnel in the Department of Medicine and 
Surgery. 

Title I - Hospital Domicillary, and Medical Care 
Benefits - Provides that, during each calendar year 
quarter beginning after June 30, 1975, the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs shall take 
appropriate measures to insure that the following 
minimum ratios of hospital employees to patients are 
maintained in Veterans' Administration hospitals: 














(A) In the case of neuropsychiatric hospitals, one 
full-time hospital employee to each patient; and (B) 
In the case of general hospitals, two full-time 
hospital employees to each patient. 

Defines the term "carrier" to mean a voluntary 
association, corporation, partnership, or other 
nongovernmental organization which is lawfully 
engaged in providing, paying for, or reimbursing the 
cost of, health services under group insurance 
policies or contracts, medical or hospital service 
agreements, membership or subscription contracts, or 
similar group arrangements, in consideration of 
premiums or other periodic charges payable to the 
carrier. 

Defines the term “eligible person" to mean: (A) 
the wife or child of a person who has a total 
disability, permanent in nature, resulting from a 
service-connected disability; and (B) widows and 
children entitled to death compensation or 
dependency and indemnity compensation. 

Provides that in order to provide comprehensive 
health care for eligible persons, the Administrator 
is authorized, without regard to any provision of 
law requiring competitive bidding, to enter into 
contracts with carriers offering health benefit 
plans which provide, pay for, or reimburse the 
expenses of, the health services, 

Asserts that no such contract shall be entered 
into with any carrier unless the Administrator finds 
that such carrier will perform its obligations under 
the contract efficiently and effectively and will 
meet such requirements as to financial 
responsibility, legal authority, and other matters 
as he finds pertinent. 

Provides that each contract shall be for a term 
of at least one year, and will be automatically 
renewable from term to term in the absence of notice 
by either party of intention to terminate at the end 
of the current term. Allows the Administrator to 
terminate any such contract at any time if he finds 
that the carrier has failed substantially to carry 
out the contract or is carrying out the contract in 
a@ manner inconsistent with efficient and effective 
administration. 

Provides that the health plan contracted for 
shall include the following for those eligible 
persons who are moderately or severely mentally 
retarded or who have a serious physical handicap: 
(1) Diagnosis; (2) Inpatient, outpatient, and home 
treatment; and (3) Institutional care in private 
nonprofit, public and State institutions and 
facilities and, when appropriate, transporation to 
and from such institutions and facilities. 

Provides that to qualify for the benefits, 
eligible persons shall be required to use public 
facilities to the extent they are available and 
adequate as determined under regulations of the 
Administrator. 

Asserts that any person desiring benefits under 
this. subchapter shall apply therefor to the 
Administrator. Provides that. each individual 
determined eligible to receive benefits shall be 
issued appropriate identification by the 
Administrator. 

Provides that the Administrator shall allow any 
person who is eligible for benefits and who is also

eligible for hospital care or medical treatment to 
elect to receive, in lieu of such benefits, health 
services. Asserts that an election to receive 
health services shall not in any manner prejudice a 
subsequent election by such person, subject to such 
reasonable conditions as the Administrator may 
impose, to receive hospital care or medical 
treatment. 


Title II - Improvements In The rat And 
Personnel Practices Of The Sgatinent 
And Surgery - Provides that, with respect to the 


appointment of physicians the Administrator, upon 
the recommendations of the Chief Medical Director, 
may: (1) increase the per annum salary of a 
physician, at the time of such physician's initial 
appointment or at any time thereafter, who meets 
such qualifications as the Administrator shall 
establish to an amount not to exceed the sum of 
$10,000 plus the step rate for the physicians’ grade 
(except that salary increases under this paragraph 
may not be made to more than one thousand physicians 
in the aggregate); and (2) increase the per annum 
salary of a physician who performs administrative 
duties within the Department by an amount not to 
exceed 20 percent of such salary. 

Provides that no patient in. a Veterans’ 
Administration facility may be transferred to an 
affiliated institution (which means any medical 
school or other institution with which the 
Administrator has a contract or agreement for the 
training or education of health service personnel) 
which requests such transfer if the director of such 
facility has reason to believe that the primary 
reason for the request is to permit such institution 
to collect health care insurance with respect to 
such patient. 

Asserts that under regulations prescribed by the 
Administrator, the Chief Medical Director, the 
Assistant Chief Medical Director, and each Chief of 
Staff in the Department of Medicine and Surgery, 
shall each be entitled to attend, at Government 
expense, one professional meeting each year. 

Provides that the Administrator may contract 
with any public or private school of medicine for 
the provision of medical, clinical, and teaching 
services within the facilities of a Veterans’ 
Administration hospital or center by the staff 
members, resident physicians, interns, students, and 
other appropriate personnel of the school. Provides 
that the Administrator shall pay the school the 
value (as determined by the Administrator) of the 
services provided to the Veterans’ Administration by 
the personnel of the school and no other 
consideration or payment of any kind whatsoever may 
be provided or paid to the school by the 
Administrator with respect to the provision of such 
services, 

Provides that each physician, dentist, or nurse 
in the Department of Medicine and Surgery who has 
completed ten years of service in the Department 
shall be granted leave with pay, under such 
regulations as the Administrator may prescribe, for 
not more than one year for study in his specialty. 
Provides that such person shall be granted leave 
with pay for such purpose upon the completion of 
each additional ten years of such service 
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(disregarding time spent on leave in the computation 
of such ten years). 

Provides that no contract or agreement after the 
effective date of this section shall take effect 
unless such contract or agreement is first reviewed 
by the Comptroller General of the United States and 
is certified by him as containing such provisions as 
are necessary and appropriate to protect the 
interests of the United States. Asserts that the 
Comptroller General of the United States shall audit 
annually all contracts entered into and shall report 
his findings to Congress.

Pension and Employee Benefit Act - Establishes a 
United States Pension and Employee Benefit Plan 
Commission of five members appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. Gives the Commission the duty of promoting 
the establishment, extension, and improvement of 
pension, profit-sharing-retirement, other employee 
benefit plans and that of performing other functions 
directed or made necessary by this Act. Transfers 
the functions of the Secretary of Labor and the 
Department of Labor under the Welfare and Pension 
Plans Disclosure Act to the Commission. 


Title I: Benefit Standards - Requires every 
pension of a profit-sharing-retirement plan 


established by an employer connected with commerce 
to register with the Commission unless such plan 
falls within the following exceptions: q)) 
government administered plans; (2) certain income 
tax exempt organization plans; (3) plans established 
by self-employed individuals for his or his 
survivors’ benefits; (4) plans covering not more 
than 25 participants; (5) plans outside of the 
United States and for the benefit of foreigners; and 
(6) certain plans established primarily for 
providing select management employees with deferred 


compensation. 
Provides that the Commission shall, by 
regulation, require each plan to furnish each 


participant, upon termination of service with a 
vested right to a deferred life annuity, pension, or 
other vested interest, with a certificate setting 
forth the benefits to which he is entitled, 
including but not limited to the name and location 
of the entity responsible for payment, the amount of 
benefits, and the date when payment shall begin, as 
such regulations shall specify. Asserts that’ a copy 
of each such certificate shall be filed with the 
Commission. Provides that in any proceeding arising 
under this Act, such certificate shall be deemed 
prima facie evidence of the facts and rights set 
forth in such certificate. 

Establishes minimum funding standards for such 
plans by requiring existing plans to amortize their 
unfunded liabilities within forty years and new 
plans within thirty years. 

Title II: Pension Reinsurance - Establishes a 
Federal pension reinsurance program to protect plans 
against termination and to insure retirees against 
loss of benefits when an employer goes out of 
business before the plan has been fully funded. 
Requires each registered pension plan to pay 
premiums to finance this reinsurance. 

Title III: Pension Portability Program - 
Establishes a voluntary central portability fund to 
enable plans to have a central clearing house of 
pension credits for persons transferring from one 
employer to another. 

Provides that no pension or profit-sharing- 
retirement plan may be registered unless it provides 
for meeting various requirements with respect to the 
transfer of credits between plans having similar 





benefit features and actuarial assumptions. 
Authorizes the Commission in accordance with 
regulations prescribed by it, to receive amounts 
which are transferred to it from a registered 
pension or profit-sharing-retirement plan and which 
are in settlement of an individual's rights under 
the plan when such individual is separated from 
employment covered by the plan before the time 
prescribed for payments under the plan to such 
individual or to his beneficiaries. 

Title IV: Administration Of Employees'Benefit 
Funds - Establishes minimum standards of conduct, 
restrictions on conflicts of interest, and other 
ethical criteria which are to be followed by 
fiduciaries in the administration of pension plans 
and other plans providing benefits for employees. 

Asserts that every employees’ benefit fund 
established to provide for the payment of benefits 
under an employees’ benefit plan shall be 
established pursuant to a duly executed. trust 
agreement which shall set forth the purpose or 
purposes for which such fund is established and the 
detailed basis on which payments are to be made into 
and out of such fund. 

Provides that moneys in an employees’ benefit 
fund shall be available for expenditure only for the 
sole and exclusive purpose of paying to employees or 
their families, dependents, or beneficiaries the 
benefits for which it was established, and for 
defraying the reasonable costs of administration of 
such fund. Provides that none of the assets of an 
employees’ benefit fund shall be held, deposited, or 
invested outside the United States unless the 
indicia of ownership remain within the jurisdiction 
of a United States district court. 

Title V: Enforcement - Provides that, whenever 
the Commission: (1) determines, in the case of a 
pension or profit-sharing-retirement plan required 
to be registered under title I, that no application 
for registration has been filed; or (2) issues an 
order denying or canceling the certificate of 
registration of a _ pension or profit-sharing- 
retirement plan, the Commission may petition any 
district court of the United States having 
jurisdiction of the parties, or the United States 
District Court for the District of Columbia, for an 
order requiring the employer or other person 
responsible for the administration of such plan to 
comply with such requirements of title I as will 
qualify such plan for registration under title I.

Provides that the amounts which may be taken 
into account for purposes of this deduction shall 
include special education expenses to the extent 
that such expenses are determined by the Secretary 
of the Treasury or his delegate to have been 
incurred in or incident to, and to have been 
reasonable and necessary for, the securing of such 
education and training at a private institution 
which is established and operated for the specific 
purpose of providing special education and training 
for physically or mentally handicapped persons,

Higher Education Protection and Freedom of 
Expression Act - Title I: Preventionand Control of 
Disruptive Acts - Requires institutional action to 
prevent and control higher educational conflicts and 
disruptive acts. Directs such institutions to: (A) 
provide for an effective means to assure adequate 
opportunity for free expression, consultation and 
orderly discussion of educational and associated 
problems which affect and are of concern to 
trustees, administrators, faculty and students of 
the institution; (B) .govern the administrative 
practice, the conduct of students, faculty, other 
staff, and visitors on such property and facilities; 
(C) assure that fair procedures will be adopted to 
deal with cases of administrative personnel, faculty 
and other staff, and students charged with violation 
of such institution's rules and regulations; and (D) 
clearly set forth a table of penalties for 
violations of such rules and regulations. 

Title II: Higher Education Amendments - 
Requires an institution of higher education to deny 
for a period of up to five years any payments to 
individuals who have been convicted by any court of 
record of a crime which involved the use of force 
and which substantially disrupted the administration 
of such institution. Provides that the following 
payments may be terminated in behalf of such 
rebellious students: (1) payments to students under 
a student loan program carried on by an institution 
of higher education under title II of the National 
Defense Education Act of 1958; (2) payments to 
students under a student loan program carried on by 
an institution of higher education under part C of 
title VII or party B of title VIII of the Public 
Health Service Act; (3) payments under the student 
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loan insurance program under part B of title IV of 
the Higher Education Act of 1965; and (4) payments 
under a college work-study program carried on under 
part C of title IV of the Higher Education Act of 
1965.

Makes widows of veterans of any period of war 
and children of such veterans who are deceased 
eligible for care in Veterans’ Administration 
hospitals.

Social Security Amendments - Provides a 35- 
percent increase in retirement benefits under title 
II of the Social Security Act with average monthly 
benefits of $133 for individuals, and $220 for 
couples, and minimum benefits of $100 and $150, 
respectively. 

Provides for cost-of-living increases in 
benefits payable under this title whenever the price 
index rises 3 percent or more above the base period 
price index. 

Allows any individual to retire at age 60 with 
full benefits. Restores to full benefits those who 
are already retired on early and reduced annuities. 
Provides that a woman with 120 quarters of work 
credit would be able to retire at age 55. 

Increases from $1,680 to $3,600 the amount of 
outside earnings permitted under title II of the 
Social Security Act each year without deductions 
from benefits thereunder. 

Defines disability as the inability, by reason 
of any medically determinable physical or mental 
impairment, to engage in substantial gainful 
activity requiring skills or abilities comparable to 
those of any gainful activity in which he has 
previously engaged with some regularity and over a 
substantial period of time. 

Provides disability insurance benefits under 
title II of the Social Security Act for any 
individual who is blind and has at least six 
quarters of coverage. 

Repeals the reduction in disability insurance 
benefits presently required if the beneficiary is 
receiving workmen's compensation. Authorizes the 
acceptance of applications for disability insurance 
benefits filed after the prescribed period, where 
good cause is shown, 

Permits officers and employees of the Federal 
Government to elect coverage under the old-age, 
survivors, and disability insurance system. 

Provides full benefits to disabled widows and 
widowers regardless of age and to widows and 
dependent widowers at age 50. Provides that parents 
of recipients and otherwise eligible widows who 
remarry would be eligible for benefits. Provides 
that men and women at age 60 would be eligible for 
full benefits. Asserts that single persons who 
support brothers and sisters, and unremarried widows 
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and widowers, would have the same benefit rights as 
married persons. Provides that when a husband and 
wife both work, their earings would be pooled to 
compute their benefits. Permits States under 
Federal-State agreements, to provide coverage for 
hospital insurance benefits for the aged for State 
and local employees not covered by the insurance 
system established under the Social Security Act. 

Reduces the age requirement for beneficiaries 
under medicare (title XVIII of the Social Security 
Act) and removes the present limits on the number of 
days for which benefits may be paid for posthospital 
extended care services. Provides that for $1 per 
month, beneficiaries will be reimbursed for 80 
percent of the cost of prescription drugs. Extends 
medicare coverage to Federal employees. 

Provides for Federal contributions from the 
general revenue to supplement the amounts now drawn 
from the funds earmarked for social security 
payments. 

Establishes a Formulary Committee and provides 
for the appointment of an adivsory group to such 
Committee unde title XVIII of the Social Security 
Act (Medicare). Directs such Committee to determine 
which drugs are qualified for purposes of this title 
and to determine the allowable benefits of any drug.

Provides that such insurance program would be 
supported by the credit unions themselves through 
premiums paid for the insurance, and it would be 
administered by the Administrator of the National 
Credit Union Administration. 

Provides that each insured credit union shall 
make reports of condition to the National Credit 
Union Administrator upon dates which shall be 
selected by him. Asserts that such reports of 
condition shall be in such form and shall contain 
such information as the Administrator may require. 
Provides that the reporting dates selected for 
reports of condition shall be the same for all 
insured credit unions except that when any of said 
reporting dates is a non-business day for any credit 
union the preceding business day shall be its 
reporting date. 

Provides that, in the event any Federal credit 
union fails to make any report of condition under 
this Act or to file any certified statement or to 
pay any premium charge for insurance required to be 
paid under any provision of this title, and should 
the credit union not correct such failure within 
thirty days after written notice has been given by 
the Administrator to an officer of the credit union, 
citing this subsection and stating that the credit 
union has failed to make any such report or file any 
such statement or pay any such premium charge as 
required by law, all the rights, privileges, and 
franchises of the credit union granted to it under 





this Act shall be thereby forfeited. 

Creates in the Treasury of the United States a 
National Credit Union Share Insurance Fund which 
shall be used by the Administrator as a revolving 
fund for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

Authorizes the Administrator to appoint 
examiners who shall have power, on his behalf, to 
examine any insured credit union, any credit union 
making application for insurance of its member 
accounts, or any closed insured credit union 
whenever in the judgment of the Administrator an 
examination is necessary to determine the condition 
of any such credit union for insurance purposes. 

Provides that each examiner shall have power to 
make a thorough examination of all of the affairs of 
the credit union and shall make a full and. detailed 
report of the condition of the credit union to the 
Administrator. 

Requires every insured credit union to display 
at each place of business maintained by it a sign or 
signs indicating that its member accounts are 
insured by the Administrator and shall include in 
all of its advertisements a statement of the effect 
that its member accounts are insured by the 
Administrator. 

Provides that any insured credit union other 
than a Federal credit union may, upon not less than 
ninety days' written notice to the Administrator and 
upon the affirmative vote of a majority of its 
members within one year prior to the giving of such 
notice, terminate its status as an insured credit 
union. 

Permits the Administrator, after proper notice 
and hearings, to terminate the status of an insured 
credit union, where such credit union has violated 
an applicable law, rule, regulation, order or any 
other condition imposed by the Administrator. 
Provides that upon a finding that a Federal credit 
union insured under this title is bankrupt or 
insolvent, the Administrator shall close such credit 
union for liquidation and appoint himself 
liquidating agent therefor. Provides that it is not 
the purpose of this Act to discriminate in any 
manner against State-chartered credit unions and in 
favor of Federal credit unions. Declares it to be 
the purpose of this Act to provide all credit unions 
with the same opportunity to obtain and enjoy the 
benefits of this Act.

at his home), and (2) appropriate medical service 
for all children being cared for. 

Provides that the Secretary of HEW shall make 
such regulations as may be necessary for carrying 
out _ this Act which shall be observed by all Federal 
officers..and agencies carrying on programs of 
assistance for child day-care. programs. Asserts 
that such regulations shall: (1) prescribe standards 
with respect to the type, quality, and amount of 
food which must be provided; and (2) the medical 
services which must be provided, Provides that the 
medical care so required shall be of a diagnostic, 
preventive, or emergency character only. 

Provides that if the Secretary of HEW determines 
that the funds available for any program of Federal 
assistance for day-care programs are insufficient to 
permit compliance with this Act, the Secretary 
shall, from funds appropriated to carry out this 
Act, make available to the Federal officer or agency 
concerned such sums as may be necessary to permit 
compliance with this Act.

Provides that violations of the public land laws 
and regulations of the Secretary of the Interior 
relating to protection of the public lands 
administered by the Secretary through the Bureau of

Permits.donations of surplus public property to 
public museums under the Federal Property and 
Administrative Services Act.

Declares that Congress recognizes that the State 
of Texas suffered extensive property loss and damage 
as a result of tornadoes occurring on April 17 and 
18 and May 11, 1970, including loss and damage from 
wind and flooding caused by such tornadoes, and that 
there is a need for special measures designed to aid 
these States in their efforts to reconstruct 
highways and public works projects, and to otherwise 
rehabilitate these devastated areas. 

Authorizes the Small Business Administration to 
forgive existing disaster loans in the amount of 
$5,000 and to waive interest for 4 years in a like 
amount. 

Authorizes the Farmers Home Administration to 
cancel up to $5,000 of a loan for the purpose of 
rebuilding or repairing agricultural property. 

Authorizes loans under the Small Business Act 
and the Consolidated Farmers Home Administration Act 
if such loan is for the repair, rehabilitation, or 
replacement of property damaged or destroyed as the 
result of a major disaster. 
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Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to make 
direct grants of money to the cities and political 
subdivisions in the affected areas in amounts equal 
to tax or bond obligations outstanding at the time 
of the tornado which now cannot be met because of 
the disaster. 

Authorizes the President to: (1) provide 
dwelling accommodations; (2) food coupons; (3) 
unemployment aid; and (4) lake clearance projects; 
which are necessary as a result of the tornadoes.

Federal Credit Union Insurance Act - Provides 
for the insurance of savings accounts in credit 
unions. 

Establishes a National Credit Union Share 
Insurance Fund in the U.S. Treasury. Insures credit 
union share deposits up to $20,000 each. Provides 
that the fund would be self-financing based on 
annual assessments of one-twentieth of 1 percent of 
a credit union's aggregate members’ share accounts. 

Asserts that the fund would be administered by 
the Administrator of the National Credit Union 
Administration. Authorizes the Administrator to 
reduce annual premiums or assessments when the fund 
had no outstanding loans from the U.S. Treasury and 
its operating level equalled or exceeded 2 percent 
of insured member accounts, Authorizes the 
Administrator to make special assessments of not to 
exceed one-half of the regular annual premium of 
one-twentieth of 1 percent in any year that fund 
expenditures exceeded income. 

Authorizes the fund to borrow up to $100 million 
from the U.S. Treasury when needed. Provides that 
no capitalization assessment for the fund would be 
required. Authorizes the Administrator to use the 
fund to make loans to credit unions faced with 
liquidation, or to assist a credit union in 
liquidation. 

Provides that participation in the share- 
insurance program would be mandatory for Federal 
credit unions. Asserts that State-chartered credit 
unions could participate in the program if they so 
desired subject to meeting certain requirements. 

Changes the reserve requirements for Federal 
credit unions by relating the reserve to outstanding 
loans and risk assets. Provides that a reserve of 7 
percent of outstanding loans and risk assets would 
ultimately be required, with a graduated scale of 
gross income going into reserve to reach the /7- 
percent total. 

Allows Federal credit unions to establish 
deposit accounts under rules and regulations 
established by the Administrator of the National 
Credit Union Administration. Prohibits credit 
unions to offer checking accounts to their members, 
but rather enables the credit unions to have greater 
flexibility in their savings account operations 
similar to those provisions enjoyed by many State- 
chartered credit unions. 

Designates federally insured credit unions as 
fiscal agents of the U.S. Government and allows the 
credit unions to hold tax and loan accounts for the 
U.S. Government and maintain accounts to which 








nonappropriated and appropriated funds may be 
deposited. Enables military credit unions to be 
able to hold savings accounts for such 
nonappropriated fund activities as officers, 
noncommissioned officers, and enlisted men's clubs.

in this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretarv to provide mortgage 
insurance (including advances on mortgages during 
construction) for housing for elderly families of 
low or moderate income. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make grants to 
municipalities and agencies thereof, and to 
qualified private nonprofit organizations, to assist 
them in planning and developing specifications for 
housing for the elderly. 

Provides for rehabilitation loans for housing 
owned and occupied by elderly families. Provides 
for research grants and training grants in housing 
for the elderly. 

Provides that 1 percent of the total cost to the 
applicant shall be expended for the purpose of 
improving the architectural design of the structure 
and providing for its artistic and esthetic 
embellishment. 

Provides for the appointment of an additional 
assistant secretary of Housing and Urban Development 
known as the Assistant Secretary of Housing for the 
Elderly.

Directs the landlord or other person in charge 
of and conducting any hotel in the District of 
Columbia to post in a conspicuous place in each room 
thereof used for living or dwelling purposes, a card 
or sign plainly stating the rental rate per day of 
such room, and a copy of such rates for each room 
shall be filed with the Administrator of Rent 
Control. 

Provides for the adjustment of maximum rent 
ceilings due to increased taxes, maintenance or 
operating costs, with the approval of § the 
Administrator. Allows any landlord or tenant to 
petition the Administrator to adjust the maximum- 
rent ceiling applicable to his housing

Creates in and for the District of Columbia, the 
Office of Administrator of Rent Control. 

Provides for judicial review in the U.S. 
District Court for the District of Columbia of 
orders issued by the Administrator. Permits a 
tenant or the Administrator, in the event a landlord 
violates the provision of the Act, to bring: suit 
to rescind the lease or rental agreement, or in case 
of violation of a maximum-rent ceiling, an action 
for triple the amount by which the rent paid 
exceeded the applicable rent ceiling and, in case of 
violation of a minimum-service standard, an action 
for double the value of the services refused in 
violation of the applicable minimum-service standard 
or for $500, whichever is greater in either case, 
plus reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs as 
determined by the court.

Asserts that it shall contain such additional 
information as the Secretary may prescribe. 
Provides that a seaman may not be engaged in the 
crew of a vessel unless he is a holder of a merchant 
mariner’s document and exhibits it at the time he is 
engaged. Asserts that, whenever in his judgment the 
public interest requires, the Secretary may extend 
such provisions to such additional classes of 
vessels and to such waters as he designates. 
Asserts that, if the Secretary finds that the 
application of such provisions are not in the public 
interest, he may suspend it or exempt a vessel from 
its provisions upon such conditions as he specifies. 

Asserts that the master of each vessel before 
proceeding on a voyage: (1) between the United 
States and a foreign country; (2) between places in 
one or more foreign countries; or (3) between a 
place in any State, territory, or possession of the 
United States, the District of Columbia, Puerto 
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Rico, the Virgin Islands, or the Canal Zone and a 
place in another of those jurisdictions not 
adjoining; shall make an agreement in writting with 
each seaman in the crew. 

Provides that the agreement shall state the 
nature, and so far as practicable, the duration of 
the intended vovage and the port or country in which 
the voyage is to terminate or the term of time for 
which each seaman is engaged as the case may be, 
Allows the agreement to include any other matter not 
contrary to law to which the parties agree. 

Insures compliance with the laws and regulations 
Telating to the engagement and discharge of seaman 
and the manning of vessels, and provides information 
necessary to maintain service records for holders of 
merchant mariner's documents, by allowing the 
Secretary to require masters of vessels to submit 
reports in a form and manner to be prescribed by the 
Secretary. 

Provides that an official logbook shall be 
carried on board each vessel on a voyage. Allows 
the Secretary to prescribe the form of the official 
logbook. Provides that the master of the vessel 
shall make, or cause to be made therein, entries 
concerning the following matters: (1) Each 
conviction of a member of the crew by civil 
authority and the punishment imposed; (2) Each 
offense committed by a member of the crew for which 
it is intended to prosecute or to enforce a 
forfeiture; (3) Each offense for which punishment is 
imposed on board, and the punishment imposed; (4) A 
statement of the conduct, character, and 
qualifications of each seaman in the crew or a 
statement that he declines to give an opinion of 
those particulars; (5) Each case of illness or 
injury occurring on board to a member of the crew, 
which results in his incapacitation for 72 hours or 
longer, and a description of any treatment given to 
him on board; (6) Each death on board and the cause 
thereof; (7) In the case of collision, a statement 
thereof, and the circumstances under which it 
occurred; and (8) Such other matters as are required 
by law or by the Secretary.

Title I: Findings and Declaration of Purposes - 
Finds that alcohol abuse can seriously impair 
health, and can lead to alcoholism; that alcoholism 
is an illnesss or disease that requires treatment 
through health rehabilitation services; that a 
comprehensive and coordinated approach is needed; 
that existing laws have not been adequate to prevent 
alcohol abuse or to provide sufficient education, 
treatment, and rehabilitation of alcoholics; that 
increasing education, treatment, and rehabilitation 
services, and closer coordination of efforts, offer 
the best possibility of reducing alcohol abuse and 
alcoholisn. 

Establishes a National Institute for the 
Prevention and Control of Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism within the National Institute of Mental 
Health to coordinate Federal alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism programs and to administer the programs. 
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Title II: s - Defines “alcohol abuse" 
to mean any use of any alcoholic beverage that 
results in intoxication which endangers persons or 
property. Defines “alcoholic” to mean any person 
whose consumption of any alcoholic beverage 
consistentlv causes him physical, psychological, or 
social harm, Defines “alcoholism” to mean the 
illness or disease characterized by a person's 
consumption of any alcoholic beverage to an extent 
that consistently causes him physical, psychological 
or social harm, 

Title III: National Institute For The 
Prevention and Control of Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism - Establishes a National Institute for 
the Prevention and Control of Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism within the National Institute of Mental 
Health to administer the programs and authorities 
assigned to the Secretary of HEW. 

Asserts that other Federal agencies shall assist 
in developing and maintaining prevention, treatment 
and rehabilitation programs. Provides that such 
agencies shall assist in the evaluation of adequacy 
and appropriateness of the provisions relating to 
the prevention and treatment of alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism of all State health, welfare’, and 
rehabilitation plans submitted to tthe Federal 
Government. 


IV: Prevention and Treatment of Alcohol 

Abuse and Alcoholism for Federal Employees, Military 
Fersonnel, Veterans, and Federal Offenders - 
Provides for the prevention and treatment of alcohol 
abuse and alcoholism among Federal government 
employees, by estahlishine that the Civil Service 
Commitsion shall be responsible for developing and 
maintaining, in cooperation with the Institute and 
other Federal agencies, appropriate policies and 
services for the prevention and treatment of alcohol 
abuse and alcoholism among Federal employees. 
Asserts that such emplovees will retain the same 
employment benefits as persons afflicted with 
illness, not losing pension, retirement or medical 
rights. Provides that the Secretary shall be 
responsible for fostering similar alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism prevention, treatment, and rehabilitation 
services in State and local governments and in 
private industrv. Provides that no person may be 
denied Federal employment or a Federal license or 
Federal right solely on the ground of prior alcohol 
abuse, except in regard to extremely sensitive 
positions. 

Provides that all health and disabilitv 
insurance policies and plans for Federal employees 
shall cover alcoholism in the same way as other 
health problems, illnesses, and diseases that are 
not self-inflicted. 

Provides that alcoholism shall be regarded as a 
physical disability and shall not be regarded as the 
result of intentional misconduct oor willfull 
neglect. Asserts that an alcoholic shall retain the 
same rights and benefits as any other person 
afflicted with illness, and shall not lose pension, 
tTetirement, medical or other rights because of 
alcoholism. Provides that medical care provided to 
military personnel and their dependents shall 
include appropriate treatment and services for 
alcohol abuse and alcoholism. 
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Provides that all patient records prepared or 
obtained pursuant to this Act, and all information 
contained therein, shall remain confidential, and 
may be disclosed with the patient's consent only to 
medical personnél and only for purposes of diagnosis 
and treatment of the patient or to Government or 
other officials for the purpose of obtaining 
benefits due the patient as a result of his 
alcoholism. 

Title V: Prevention and Treatment of Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism Under Federal Health, Welfare, 
and Rehabilitation Programs - Provides that an 
alcoholic shall be regarded as a sick or disabled 
person eligible for treatment under medicare and 
medicaid, 

Provides that an alcoholic shall be regarded as 
eligible for disability benefits under the Social 
Security Act, as amended, and benefits shall not be 
barred on the ground that alcoholism is a self- 
inflicted disability. 

Provides that alcohol abuse and alcoholism shall 
be a matter of high priority for programs undertaken 
under the Economic Opportunity Act of 1964 as 
amended, 

Provides that alcohol abuse and alcoholism 
shall, for the purposes of all Federal welfare 
programs and all State welfare programs that receive 
Federal participation, be regarded as a major health 
and economic problem. Asserts that State and 
Federal agencies charged with administering such 
welfare programs shall take action to reduce the 
incidence of financial indigency and family 
disintegration caused by alcohol abuse 8 and 
alcoholism, and shall provide for treatment and 
rehabilitation services for those persons enrolled 
in welfare programs whose financial eligibility for 
such assistance results, in part or in whole, from 
alcohol abuse or alcoholism, 


Title VI: Federal Assistance For State and 


Local Programs and Comprehensive “State Plans - 
Provides for services for the prevention and 


treatment of alcohol abuse and alcoholism, 
commensurate with the extent of the problem, 
Provides for a plan to: (1) estimate the number of 
alcohol abusers and alcoholics within the various 
areas within the State and the extent of that health 
problem; (2) establish priorities for the 
improvement of the capabilities of State and local 
governments and public and private agencies, 
institutions, and organizations with respect to 
prevention and treatment of alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism; and (3) specify how all available 
community health, welfare, educational, and 
rehabilitation resources, and how funds, programs, 
services, and facilities authorized by existing 
Federal and State legislation, are to be used for 
these purposes. 

Provides that the Secretary is authorized to 
make grants and enter into contracts for the 
prevention and treatment of alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism to assist State and local governments and 
public and private organizations, agencies, 
institutions, or individuals to meet the cost of 
constructing, equipping, and operating treatment and 
rehabilitation facilities, to conduct research, 
demonstration, and evaluation projects, to provide 





education and training for professional personnel, 
including medical, psychiatric, and social welfare 
personnel, 

Title VII : The Secretary's Advisory Committee 


On Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism ~- Provides that the 


Secretary shall appoint an Advisory Committee on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism to consist of eighteen 
qualifield persons, including leaders from the 
general public representing business, medicine and 
government as well as leaders who have a major 
concern for alcohol abuse and alcoholism. Asserts 
that the Advisory Committee shall advise and consult 
with the Secretary and the Institute and assist 
them, Provides that the Secretary shall appoint a 
Chairman who shall serve a one-year term but may be 
re-appointed. Provides that the members of the 
Advisory Committee shall serve without compensation, 
except for expenses, for terms of three years. 
Asserts that the Committee shall meet at least once 
every two months and shall consult with various 
agencies and groups. 

Provides that the Committee may appoint one or 
more technical consultants from experts throughout 
the country to assist in evaluating the progress of 
the Institute. 

Provides that the Committee shall employ a full- 
time director with a secretary, who shall not be 
employees of the Institute, to assist the Committee 
and coordinate its activities. 

Provides that the Committee shall consider at 
least the following matters: the establishment of 
goals and priorities for the alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism programs of tthe Department; the 
development of policy concerning the role of the 
Federal government in the development of alcohol 
abuse and alcoholism programs; formation of 
structures and methods through which the programs 
developed or in effect at the Federal, State, or 
local levels might have the broadest impact; and 
review of allocation of funds and personnel for the 
implementation of these programs. 

Title VIII: Intergovernment Coordinating 
Council On Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism - Provides 
that for the purpose of coordinating all Federal 
Government prevention, treatment, and rehabilitation 
efforts with respect to alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism, with State and local governments, and of 
developing an enlightened policy and appropriate 
programs for Federal employees for the prevention 
and treatment of alcohol abuse and alcoholism and 
the rehabilitation of alcoholics, there is hereby 
established an Intergoverment Coordinating Council 
on Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism consisting of the 
Commissioner who shall serve as Chairman, the 
executive director of the Secretary's Advisory 
Committee on Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism, four 
representatives of Federal departments or agencies, 
and five representatives of State and local 
government departments or agencies. 

Title IX: General - Provides that the Secretary 
may “promulgate regulations, pursuant to subchapter 
Il of chapter 5 of title 5, United States Code, to 
implement this Act. Provides that if any section, 
provision, or term of this Act is adjudged invalid 
for any reason, such judgment shall not affect, 
impair, or invalidate any other section, provision, 
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or term of this Act, and the remaining sections, 
provisions, and terms shall be and remain in full 
force and effect, Provides that there are 
authorized to be appropriated such sums as may be 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act 
and that any appropriated funds shall remain 
available until expended,

Emergency Home Finance Act = Title I: Reduction 
_of Interest Charges for Members of The Federa 
“Loan n Bank System - - Authorizes an “appropriation on of 
$250 million to be used by the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board for disbursements to Federal home loan 
banks for the purpose of providing funds for 
mortgage financing at reduced rates of interest to 
home buyers and other borrowers. Provides that the 
disbursements of the funds shall be administered to 
assist in the provision of housing for low- and 
middle-income families. Provides that in no case 
may the lending institution use the funds for a 
loan with an effective interest rate greater than 1 
percent above the effective rate of interest payable 
by the lending institutions to the Federal home loan 
bank for such funds. 

Provides that no more than 20 percent of the 
funds appropriated may be disbursed to any one 
Federal home loan bank district. 

Title II: Authority For The Federal National 
Mortgage Association To . Provide A Seconda Market 
For Conventional Mortgages - Expands the purchase 
authority of the deral National Mortgage 
Association to include conventional mortgages, in 
addition to the Federally underwritten mortgages it 
now purchases and sells. 

Limits these purchases generally to mortgages 
with a maximum loan-to-value ratio of 75 percent; 
this restriction would not apply: (1) if the excess 
above such 75 percent is privately insured or 
guaranteed; (2) if the seller agrees to repurchase 
or replace the mortgage in the event of default 
within 3 years; or (3) the seller retains a 
participation of at least 10 percent. 

Title III: Federal Home Loan Mortgage 





Corporation = Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corporation 


Act = Creates the Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corporation, to be under the direction of a board of 
directors composed of the members of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board, the chairman of which would be 
the chairman of the board of directors. 
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Sets forth the powers of the Corporation and 
gives it authority to incur expenditures and employ 
personnel without regard to certain statutory 
restrictions. 

Provides for the investment of funds of the 
Corporation, which may be made as prescribed by the 
board of directors. Provides that any Federal 
reserve bank or Federal home loan bank, or any bank 
designated by the Secretary of the Treasury as a 
depository of public money, may be designated by the 
Corporation as a depository or custodian or fiscal 
agent. 

Provides that the Corporation itself shall be 
exempt from State and local taxes except for real 
property taxes. 

Exempts all notes, bonds, debentures or 
obligations of the Corporation from Federal, State, 
or local taxation. 

Gives the Corporation clear authority to bring 
suit in Federal court and to remove to such court 
any judicial proceedings in which it is involved, 
and prohibits the issuance of any attachment or 
execution against the Corporation or its property 
before final judgment. 

Provides for the issuance and retirement of 
capital stock of the Corporation. Provides that 
such stock shall consist only of nonvoting common 
stock, and that it shall be issued only to Federal 
home loan banks, and that it shall have such par 
value and other characteristics as the Corporation 
shall prescribe, 

Provides that the Federal home loan banks shall 
subscribe for such amounts of stock as are 
prescribed by the Corporation, but that the payments 
for which the banks may be obligated under such 
subscriptions shall not exceed $100 million. 

Provides specifically for the allocation of 
stock among the several banks. 

Provides for the retirement of the stock, and 
imposes the restriction that no call for the 
retirement of stock shall be made, and no _ stock 
shall be retired without call, if, immediately after 
such action, the total of the stock not called for 
retirement and of the reserves and surplus of the 
Corporation would be less than $100 million. 

Authorizes the Corporation to purchase and make 
commitments to purchase mortgages on residential 
property from any Federal home loan bank, the 
Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation, any 
member of a Federal home loan bank, or any other 
financial institution the deposits or accounts of 
which are insured by an agency of the United States. 

Provides that mortgages shall be of the type 
which generally meet the purchase standards imposed 
by private institutional mortgage investors. 

Provides that no purchase shall be made if the 
outstanding principal balance of the mortgage 
exceeds 75 percent of the value of the property, 
unless; (1) the seller retains at least a 10- 
percent participation; (2) the seller agrees to 
repurchase or replace the mortgage in the event of a 
default within 3 years; and (3) the mortgage is 
guaranteed or insured by a department or agency of 
the United States or the portion of the unpaid 
principal balance exceeding 75 percent is guaranteed 
by a qualified private insurer. 
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Provides that sales or other dispositions of 
mortgages by the Corporation may be with or without 
recourse, and upon terms and conditions prescribed 
by the Corporation. 

Confers the authority to enter into the 
transactions upon any Federal home loan bank, the 
Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation, any 
Federal savings and and loan association, any 
Federal home loan bank member, and any other 
financial institution the deposits or accounts of 
which are insured by an agency of the United States 
to the extent that Congress has the power to confer 
such authority. 

Authorizes the Corporation to borrow, to give 
security, to pay interest, and to issue mortgage- 


backed securities guaranteed by the Government 
National Mortgage Association. 
Authorizes the Corporation to establish 


prohibitions or restrictions upon the creation of 
indebtedness or obligations of the Corporation, and 
to create liens or charges upon its property. 

Provides that the Federal home loan banks shall, 
to the extent prescribed by the corporation's board 
of directors, guarantee any obligations of the 
Corporation other than its capital stock. 

States that the provisions of the section, and 
of any restriction, prohibition, lien, or charge 
created thereunder, shall be effective 
notwithstanding any other law. 

Contains penal provisions protecting the name of 
the Corporation, its sign, devices, and so forth. 

Provides that the Act shall be applicable to the 
several States, the District of Columbia, the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, and the territories and 
possessions of the United States, 


Title IV: Government National 


Mortgage 


Association Special Assistance Funds - Provides for 


an appropriation of 2,000, 000,000 (now 
$500,000,000) for the Government National Mortgage 
Association Special Assistance Funds. 

Title V: Flexible Interest Rate Authority - 
Allows the Secretary of Housing "and Trban 
Development to establish mortgage insurance programs 
and until October 1, 1971 to set maximum interest 
rates for such programs. 

Title VI: Investment Of Commercial Bank 
Reserves - Allows the Federal Reserve Board to 
deduct any investments in obligations for the 
purpose of financing the construction or acquisition 
of residential real property from the amount of any 
reserve balance for any type of deposit specified by 
the Board. 

Title VII: Miscellaneous - Asserts that, with 
respect to housing built, rehabilitated, or sold 
with assistance provided under the National Housing 
Act the Secretary of Housing and Urban Development 
and the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs are, 
respectively, authorized and directed to prescribe 
standards governing the amounts of settlement costs 
allowable in connection with the financing of such 
housing in any such area. Provides that such 
standards’ shall: (1) be established after 
consultation between the Secretary and _ the 
Administrator; (2) be consistent in any area for 
housing assisted under the National Housing Act and 
housing assisted under chapter 37, title 38, United 























States Code; and (3) be based on the Secretary's and 
the Administrator's estimates of the reasonable 
charge for necessary services involved in 
settlements for particular classes of mortgages and 
loans, 

Provides that the Secretary may issue 
obligations to the Secretary of the Treasury in an 
amount outstanding at any one time sufficient to 
enable the Secretary to carry out his functions with 
respect to the guarantees authorized by this title. 
Provides that such obligations shall have such 
maturities and bear such rate or rates of interest 
as shall be determined by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized and directed to purchase any 
such obligations of the Secretary issued under this 
subsection, and for such purpose the Secretary of 
the Treasury is authorized to use as public debt 
transaction the proceeds from the sale of any 
securities issued under the Second Liberty Bond Act, 
as now or hereafter in force, and asserts that the 
purposes for which securities may be issued under 
such Act are extended to include purchases of the 
Secretary's.

Rail Passenger Service Act - Title I: Findings, 
Purposes, and Definitions - Declares various 
congressional findings relating to intercity 
railroad passenger service and declares the need for 
Federal financial assistance, as well as investment 
capital from the private sector of the economy for 
the purpose of providing modern, efficient, 
intercity rail passenger service. 

Title II: Basic National Rail Passenger System 
- Directs the Secretary of Transporation to submit 
to Congress within 30 days after enactment of this 
Act his report for a Basic National Rail Passenger 
System, 

Requires the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
review the Secretary's report and within 30 days 
after the receipt of such report submit its comments 
and recommendations, 

Title III: Creation Of A Rail Passenger 
Corporation - Sets forth the various provisions 
concerned with the creation of a nonprofit rail 
passenger Corporation, 

Requires that the Corporation after one year of 
existence submit annual reports to the President and 
Congress, 

Title IV: Provision Of Rail Passenger Services 
- Provides for the assumption of passenger service 
and the commencement of such service no later than 
January 1, 1975. 
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Sets up a procedure whereby railroads in 
consideration for being relieved of this 
responsibility by the Corporation shall pay part of 
the deficit attributable to operation of passenger 
services. 

Provides for passenger service outside of the 
urban corridors passenger system. 

Authorizes the Commission to prescribe 
regulations that it deems necessary for the comfort 
and health of intercity rail passengers. 

Sets forth the procedures to be followed by a 
railroad in order to discontinue service after 
January 1, 1975. 

Sets forth various protective arrangements for 
employees. 

Title V: 


Establishment of A (seanctal 
Investment Advisory Panel - Authorizes the President 


to appoint a 15 member panel to advise the directors 
of the Corporation on ways and means of increasing 
capitalization of the Corporation. Provides that 
six members of the panel represent the business of 
investment banking, commercial banking, and rail 
transportation. Provides that two members shall be 
representatives of the Secretary of the Treasury and 
seven members shall represent the public in the 
various regions of the Nation. 

Title VI: Federal Financial Assistance - 
Authorizes $40,000, 000 to assist in the 
reestablistment and improvement of railroad 
passenger service. 

Allows the Secretary to guaranty loans for such 
purpose which may aggregate $60,000,000. 

Title VII: Interim Emergency Federal Financial 
Assistance - Provides for loans and loan guarantees 
of up to $75,000,000 to provide for emergency 
assistance for railroads operating passenger 
service, 

Title VIII: Miscellaneous Provisions - Provides 
that no intercity passenger train in operation on 
the date of enactment of this Act may be 
discontinued except according to this Act. 

Provides that any person who violates a 
regulation issued under this Act shall be subject to 
a civil penalty of not to exceed $500 for each 
violation, Provides that each day a violation 
continues shall constitute a separate offense.

Provides that the pay of prevailing rate 
employees shall be fixed and adjusted from time to 
time as nearly as is consistent with the public 
interest in accordance with prevailing rates. 

Provides that each increase in rates of basic 
pay granted, pursuant to a wage survey, to 
prevailing rate employees is effective not later 
than the first day of the first pay period which 
begins on or after the forty-fifth day, excluding 
Saturdays and Sundays, following the date the wage 
survey is ordered to be made. 

Asserts that retroactive pay is payable only 
when: (1) the individual is in the service of the 
United States, including service in the armed 
forces, or the government of the District of 
Columbia on the date of the issuance of the order 
granting the increase; or (2) the individual retired 
or died during the period beginning on the effective 
date of the increase and ending on the date of 
issuance of the order granting the increase, and 
only for services performed during that period. 

Provides that the Civil Service Commission, 
after consulting with the agencies and with employee 
organizations, shall establish and maintain a job 
grading system for positions. Provides that the 
Commission shall: (1) establish and define 
individual occupations and the boundaries of each 
occupation; (2) establish job titles within 
occupations; (3) develop and publish job grading 
standards; and (4) provide a method to assure 
consistency in the application of job standards. 

Establishes a Federal Prevailing Rate Advisory 
Committee composed of: (1) the Chairman, who shall 
not hold any other office in the Federal service, 
and who shall be appointed by the Chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission for a four-year term at a 
rate of compensation equivalent to the maximum rate 
for the General Schedule; (2) the head, or his 
designee, of each of the four executive agencies, 
other than the Civil Service Commission, and 
military departments having the largest number of 
prevailing rate employees that the Chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission, from time to time 
designates; (3) an officer or employee of the Civil 
Service Commission, appointed by the Chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission; and (4) five 
representatives, appointed by the Chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission, from among the several 
employee unions, representing under exclusive 
recognition of the Federal Government, the largest 





numbers of prevailing rate employees throughout the 
Federal service. 

Asserts that the Committee shall study the 
prevailing rate system and other matters pertinent 
to the establishment of prevailing rates and, from 
time to time, advise the Civil Service Commission 
thereon. Provides that conclusions and 
recommendations of the Committee shall be formulated 
by majority vote. Directs the Committee to make an 
annual report to the Commission and the President 
for transmittal to Congress, including 
recommendations and other matters considered 
appropriate, Provides that any member of the 
Committee may include in the annual report 
recommendations and other matters he considers 
appropriate.

Provides that where local educational agencies 
in a State do not exhaust the State's share of 
funds, those funds will be reallotted for local 
educational agency projects within other States in 
proportion to the original allotments to such 
States.

(de facto impacted) are those in which minority 
children constitute 50% of the public school 
enrollment, or which have 10,000 or more minority 
students.

Provides that districts eligible under 
categories (1) (de jure) and (2) (de facto 
desegregating) may receive funds to pay the

review and comment on the grant application; (3) the 
application must include a satisfactory evaluation 
plan; and (4) a local educational agency must, in 
its application, provide assurances that the agency 
has made provisions for participation in special 
programs by racially isolated private school 
children consistent with the number of such children 
in racially isolated private schools, 

Directs the President to appoint a twelve member 
National Advisory Council on the Education of 
Racially Isolated Children to review the program and 
make recommendations, 

Authorizes $500 million for the fiscal year 1971 
and $1 billion for fiscal year 1972.

Title I: Findings, Purposes, and Definitions -

corporations are in operation of intercity passenger 
service, employing innovative operating and 
marketing concepts so as to develop fully the 
potential of modern rail service in meeting the 
Nation's intercity passenger transportation 
requirements. 

Asserts that each corporation shall have a board 
of directors of not more than twenty-one members who 
are citizens of the United States, of whom one shall 
be elected annually by the board to serve as 
chairman. Provides that a majority of the members 
of the board shall be appointed by the Secretary in 
consultation with the Governors of the States 
involved for terms of four years or until their 
successors have been appointed and qualified.

Title VI: Federal Financial Assistance -

until expended, for payment to corporations for the 
purpose of assisting in: (1) the initial 
organization and operation of such corporations; (2) 
the establishment of improved reservation systems 
and advertising; (3) servicing, maintenance, and 
repair of railroad passenger equipment; (4) the 
conduct of demonstration programs respecting new 
rail passenger services; (5) the development and 
demonstration of improved rolling stock; and (6) 
essential fixed facilities for the operation of 
passenger trains on lines and routes designated as 
basic services.

Benefits - Provides that, during each calendar year 


quarter beginning after June 30, 1975, the 
Administrator of Veterans' Affairs shall take 
appropriate measures to insure that the following 
minimum ratios of hospital employees to patients are 
maintained in Veterans’ Administration hospitals: 
(A) In the case of neuropsychiatric hospitals, one 
full-time hospital employee to each patient; and (B) 
In the case of general hospitals, two full-time 
hospital employees to each patient, 

Defines the term “carrier” to mean a voluntary 
association, corporation, partnership, or other 
nongovernmental organization which is lawfully 
engaged in providing, paying for, or reimbursing the 
cost of, health services under group insurance 
policies or contracts, medical or hospital service 
agreements, membership or subscription contracts, or 
similar group arrangements, in consideration of 
premiums or other periodic charges payable to the 
carrier. 

Defines the term “eligible person" to mean: (A) 
the wife or child of a person who has a total 
disability, permanent in nature, resulting from a 
service-connected disability; and (B) widows and 
children entitled to death compensation or 
dependency and indemnity compensation, 

Provides that in order to provide comprehensive 
health care for eligible persons, the Administrator 
is authorized, without regard to any provision of 
law requiring competitive bidding, to enter into 
contracts with carriers offering health benefit 
plans which provide, pay for, or reimburse the 
expenses of, the health services. 

Asserts that no such contract shall be entered 
into with any carrier unless the Administrator finds 
that such carrier will perform its obligations under 
the contract efficiently and effectively and will 
meet such requirements as to financial 
responsibility, legal authority, and other matters 
as he finds pertinent, 

Provides that each contract shall be for a term 
of at least one year, and will be automatically 
renewable from term to term in the absence of notice 
by either party of intention to terminate at the end 
of the current term. Allows the Administrator to 
terminate any such contract at any time if he finds 
that the carrier has failed substantially to carry 
out the contract or is carrying out the contract in 
a manner inconsistent with efficient and effective 
administration. 

Provides that the health plan contracted for 
shall include the following for those eligible 
persons who are moderately or severely mentally 
retarded or who have a_ serious physical handicap: 
(1) Diagnosis; (2) Inpatient, outpatient, and home 
treatment; and (3) Institutional care in private, 
nonprofit, public and State institutions and 
facilities and, when appropriate, transporation to 
and from such institutions and facilities. 

Provides that to qualify for the benefits, 
eligible persons shall be required to use public 
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facilities to the extent they are available and 
adequate as determined under regulations of the 
Administrator. 

Asserts that any person desiring benefits under 
this subchapter shall apply therefor to the 
Administrator. Provides that each individual 
determined eligible to receive benefits shall be 
issued appropriate identification by the 
Administrator. 

Provides that the Administrator shall allow any 
person who is eligible for benefits and who is also 
eligible for hospital care or medical treatment to 
elect to receive, in lieu of such benefits, health 
services. Asserts that an election to receive 
health services shall not in any manner prejudice a 
subsequent election by such person, subject to such 
reasonable conditions as the Administrator may 
impose, to receive hospital care or medical 
treatment. 


Title IL - Improvements In The ration And 
Personnel Practices Of The Department Of Medicine 
And Surgery - Provides that, with respect to the 
appointment of physicians, the Administrator, upon 
the recommendations of the Chief Medical Director, 
may: (1) increase the per annum salary of a 
physician, at the time of such physician's initial 
appointment or at any time thereafter, who meets 
such qualifications as the Administrator shall 
establish to an amount not to exceed the sum of

flood control and prevention; land and _ beach 
stabilization; drainage; salinity control; watershed 
protection and management; forest protection and 
management and mineral production; outdoor 
recreation; conservation and development of fish and 
wildlife resources; preservation of unique areas of 
natural beauty; protection of unique archaeological, 
historical, cultural, or scientific values; area 
redevelopment; and population dispersal.

Provides that, upon the death of a retired 
person, the surviving spouse is entitled to an 
annuity equal to: (1) 55 percent of the gross 
retired or retainer pay of the retired person; or 
(2) 55 percent of such portion of the gross retired 
or retainer pay of the retired person as may be 
designated in writing to the Secretary concerned by 
the retired person at the time of his retirement, 
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unless the retired person notifies the Secretary 
concerned in writing at the time of his retirement 
that he does not desire the spouse to receive an 
annuity. Asserts that such an annuity shall end 
when the spouse dies or remarries. 

Asserts that upon the death of a retired person: 
(1) each surviving child, if there is a surviving 
wife or husband, is entitled to an annuity, ending 
when the child ceases to be eligible, equal to the 
smallest of: (A) 40 percent of the average pay of 
the retired person divided by the number of 
children, (B) $600, or (C) $1,800 divided by the 
number of children; or (2) each surviving child, if 
there is no surviving husband or wife, is entitled 
to an annuity, ending when the child ceases to be 
eligible, equal to the smallest of: (A) 50 percent 
of the average pay of the retired person divided by 
the number of children, (B) $720, or (C) $2,160 
divided by the number of children. Provides that, 
upon the death of a surviving husband or wife, or 
upon the termination of the annuity of the child, 
the annuity of any other child or childern shall be 
recomputed and paid as though the husband, wife, or 
child had not survived the retired person. 

Provides that the amount, or such portion of the 
amount, of the retired or retainer pay payable in 
any calendar year to a retired person who is married 
at the time of his retirement from the uniformed 
services or at the time he becomes entitled to such 
pay shall be reduced by 2-1/2 percent of so much 
thereof as does not exceed $3,600, and by 10 percent 
of so much thereof as exceeds $3,600, unless the 
retired person at the time of his retirement bars 
his spouse from receiving an annuity. 

Provides that the amount of the retired or 
retainer pay payable in any calendar year to a 
retired person who names an individual to receive an 
annuity shall be reduced by 10 percent, and by 5 
percent for each full five years the individual 
named is younger than the retired person, but the 
total reduction may not exceed 40 percent. 

Asserts that, in addition to other methods of 
recovery of annuity erroneously paid provided by 
law, the Secretary concerned may authorize the 
recovery, by deduction from later payments to a 
person of any amount erroneously paid to him. 
Provides that recovery is not required if, in the 
judgment of the Secretary concerned = and the 
Comptroller General, there has been no fault by the 
person to whom the amount was erroneously paid and 
recovery would be contrary to the purposes of this 
Act or against equity and good conscience. 

Provides for a Board of Actuaries to advise on 
the administration of such provisions, which the 
President shall convene at least once a _ “year.

Orderly Trade Expansion Act - Provides for the 
orderly expansion of trade in manufactured products. 
Empowers the President with effective authority to 
negotiate with supplying countries mutually 
beneficial agreements to regulate the rate of 
increase in future imports of flat glass, steel, 
glassware, footwear, electronic componets, and 
manmade fibers. Recognizes the legitimate interest 
of both the foreign and domestic procedures of these 
commodities in the continuing participation in the 
growth of U.S. markets. Provides ground rules of 
considerable flexibility which will strengthen the 
long-range participation of both groups of market. 
Defines such terms as “consumer electronic products 
and accessories" to include electronic garage door 
openers. 

Imposes mandatory quotas upon imports of these 
six products equal to the average of the quantity 
and value imported during the period 1966 through 
1968. Provides that annual adjustments would be 
made to increase the quota in proportion to the 
growth experienced in domestic consumption of the 
commodities which are being regulated. Provides 
that, if the threat of a shortage of supply 
develops, the Secretary of Commerce would 
investigate and would be empowered to set aside the 
statutory quota to prevent an artificial shortage, 

Lists six basic industries as being import- 
sensitive, and specifies import limitations on the 
products of the _ following industries: steel, 
electronics, flat glass, shoes, glassware, and 
manmade fibers. Establishes a general procedure 
with clear-cut guidelines under which the Tariff 
Commission upon petition of the affected industries 
or workers will investigate the level of import 
penetration in the petitioning industry. Asserts 
that the objective of such an investigation is to 
determine whether imports are comparable to those in 
the basic industries in the bill, each of which has 
been seriously harmed by excessive volumes and 
increases in imports in the past few years. 
Provides that, if the Commission under very 
carefully drawn guidelines finds that the level of 
import penetration is comparable to that of the 
named industries, its finding will result in the 
imposition of mandatory quotas limiting imports to 
the average of the three years 1966 through 1968. 
Provides that in the event of such a finding, the 
President will be authorized to enter into 
negotiations with the suppliers of such foreign 
merchandise with a view to agreeing upon mutually 
beneficial limitations upon future increases in 
imports.

National Catastrophic Illness Protection Act - 
Title I: General Provisions - Sets forth the 
findings of ~ the Congress that there are still many 
individuals who cannot secure or cannot afford 
adequate health insurance protection and that very 
little insurance protection is available to help 
meet the costs of catastrophic illness or disease. 





Establishes as the policy of Congress the need for a 
National Catastrophic Illness Insurance program to 
encourage States and private insurers in the 
development of policies which will meet the problems 
set forth in the statement of findings. 

Title Il: Establishment Of Program; State Plans 
~ Authorizes the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to establish and carry out a National 
Catastrophic Illness Insurance Program. 

Provides that the program shall involve the 
creation of State-wide plans providing extended 
health insurance, and that the Federal Government 
will reinsure insurers and pools of insurers who 
offer such insurance. Requires all plans to 
include: (1) that extended health insurance be 
available to all eligible individuals, and at a cost 
which is reasonable, subject only to deductibles 
authorized in this Act; (2) that where an insurer 
does not agree to write a policy of extended 
insurance, or does so _ under various limiting 
conditions, the State authority is notified. 
Provides that the policy would then be placed with a 
pool or otherwise assigned to insurers by the "all- 
industry placement facility"; (3) that data be 


compiled and studied in connection with the 
operation of the State-wide plan; (4) that certain 
reports be submitted to the State insurance 


authority by individual insurers; (5) that any 
cancellation of a policy provide for reasonable 
notice to permit coverage under a new policy to be 
written under the plan; and (6) that public 
information about the plan be readily distributed. 
Provides that, before payments are made under an 
extended insurance policy, a deductible must be 
satisfied through an equal amount of medical 
expenses paid or incurred by such individual. 
Provides that the amount of such deductible is 
determined by relating the extent of medical 
expenses to adjusted income and is equal to one-half 
of the amount by which a _ persons's or family's 
adjusted income exceeds $1,000 but does not exceed

Title III: Reinsurance Coverage - Provides that

Authorizes the Secretary to make agreements with 
insurers and pools for reinsurance in consideration 
of payments of reinsurance premiums deposited in the 
National Catastrophic Illness Insurance Fund, 

Provides a detailed procedure for implementation 
of the reinsurance program in a State within 
specified time requirements, taking into account 
certain State and local factors which might effect 
such implementation, 

Provides that the Government may recover in the 
courts any unpaid premiums lawfully payable to the 
Government by an insurer under provisions of a 5- 
year statute of limitations. 











Title IV: Government Program With Industry 
Assistance - Authorizes after certain 


determinations that, where a State-wide program 


cannot be carried out, or that the objective of the 
program would be materially assisted by the Federal 
Government's assumption of the plan, arrangements 
for operation by the Government may be carried out. 

Title V: Provisions Of General Applicability -

Establishes a National Advisory Council on 
Services and Facilities for the Developmentally 
Disabled, consisting of 20 members. Provides that 
members of the Council are to be chosen from leaders

Authorizes States to pool 


in the fields of service to the mentally retarded 
and other developmentally disabled persons, 
including leaders: (1) in State or local 


government; (2) in institutions of higher education; 
and (3) in organizations representing consumers of 
these services. 

Provides that the Council will advise the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare on 
regulations and study and evaluate the effectiveness 
of the programs. Provides that the Council may 
receive technical assistance, and the Secretary is 
required to make available such assistance and data 
as may be required for the Council to carry out its 
functions, 

Provides that, in order to receive its 
allocation, a State must submit to the Secretary a 
State plan that meets a number of requirements. 

Provides that the State plan must designate: 
(A) a State planning and advisory council; (B) a 
State agency or agencies to administer the plan; and 


(C) a single State agency to administer grants for 
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construction. Requires the designated agencies to 
keep appropriate records and make periodic reports 
to the Secretary. Permits separate agencies to 
administer separate portions of the State plan. 

Requires the State plan to set forth effective 
procedures for the expenditure of funds under the 
plan, to contain assurances that the funds will be 
used to strengthen services for persons with 
developmental disabilities on a statewide basis. 
Requires that a State plan must provide services and 
facilities for the mentally retarded, and may 
provide services and facilities to persons with 
other types of developmental disabilities, 

Provides for the maintenance of standards with 
respect to the scope, quality and administration of 
facilities and services under the State plan. 

Requires the State plan to assure that the State 
planning and advisory council is adequately staffed. 

Stipulates that the State plan must provide that 
special financial and technical assistance will be 
made available to provide services and facilities 


for persons with developmental disabilities in 
poverty areas. 
Requires the State plan to describe the methods 


that will be used to assess the effectiveness of 
State programs for the developmentally disabled. 

Establishes special planning requirements for 
construction projects. 

Specifies that for each construction project to 
be carried out under the State plan, an application 
must be submitted to the Secretary. Provides that 
the application must include a description of the 
site and the plans and specifications for the 
project, and a reasonable assurance that adequate 
financial support will be available, not only for 
the construction of the facility, but also for its 
maintenance and operation. Provides that the 
application must also meet labor standards in 
conformance with the Davis-Bacon Act. 

Permits the Secretary to withhold payments to a 
State agency for construction projects if there is 
inadequate compliance with regulations, or if any 
assurances required to be given are not being 
carried out. 

Sets forth the procedures and basis for payment 
to the States of the State allotment for 
expenditures other than construction.

Consumer Protection Act - Title I: Office Of 
Consumer Affairs - Creates a permanent Office of 


Consumer Affairs within the Executive Office of the 
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President, to coordinate Federal consumer protection 
activities, serve as a clearinghouse for complaints, 
and publish Government consumer information, 

Provides that office shall be headed by a 
Director appointed by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, and gives the Director 
powers to carry out the objectives of this Act. 
Requires the Director to transmit to the Congress 
and the President an annual report of the activities 
of the Office during the preceding year including a 
summary of complaints and the need for additional 
legislation to protect the interest of U.S.

Title II: Consumer Protection Agency

Requires the Agency and Office to develop and 
disseminate data concerning the function and duties 
of the Agency and Office, consumer problems and 
trade practice detrimental to the interests of 
consumers, 

Authorizes the Agency to carry out the functions 
of the National Commission on Product Safety when 
such commission ceases by law to exist. 

Title Ill: Consumer Advisory Council; 
Protection of Consumer Interest In Administrative 
Proceedings; Miscellaneous Amendments~ Establishes a 
Consumer Advisory Council consisting of 15 members 
to advise the Director and Administrator on matters 
concerning consumer interests and to review the 
effectiveness of Federal programs relating to 
consumer interest. 

Requires every Federal agency taking any action 
affecting consumer interests to provide notice of 
such action to the Office or Agency and take action 
to consider the interest of consumers.

Title II: Comprehensive Manpower Services - 
Directs the Secretary of Labor to develop and carry 
out a program of comprehensive manpower services 
that will: (1) provide for the prompt referral of 
all those persons who are qualified and are seeking 
work to suitable employment opportunities; (2) 
guarantee training and related manpower services to 
all other persons who are unemployed, in danger of 
becoming unemployed, employed in public service 
jobs, or employed in low-paying jobs who could 
through further training qualify for job 
opportunities that would provide an adequate 
standard of living for themselves and their 
families; (3) provide appropriate training and 
related manpower services for persons in 
correctional institutions to assist them in 
obtaining suitable employment upon release; (4)

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develop an early warning system and standby 
capability that will assure a timely and adequate 
response to major economic dislocation arising from 
changing markets, rapid technological change, plant 
shutdowns, or business failure; (6) promote and 
encourage the adoption of employment practices by 


public agencies, nonprofit agencies, labor 
organizations, and private firms that will remove 
unreasonable barriers to employment, without 


reducing productivity, and expand opportunities for 
upward mobility; (7) reduce the level of youth 
unemployment by improving the linkages between 
educational institutions and job markets; and (8) 
support and encourage the development of broad and 
diversified training programs by public, nonprofit, 
and private employers designed to improve the skills 
and thereby the promotion and employment 
opportunities of employed workers. 

Sets forth various provisions dealing with the 
eligible applicants, allocation of funds, special 
conditions, and allowances and compensation. 

Title III: Special Work Training and Career 
Development Programs - Directs the Secretary to 
establish criteria designed to achieve an equitable 
distribution of assistance among the States. 

Provides that the Federal financial assistance 
for such programs shall not exceed 90 percent of the 
cost of such program. 

Provides that the Secretary shall carry out a 
special program to be known as "New Careers" which

Provides that the Secretary shall make financial 
assistance available under this part for the 
establishment and operation of "Opportunities 
Industrializaton Centers" designed to provide 
comprehensive employment services and job 
opportunities for low-income persons who are 
unemployed or underemployed.

during the year 1939 (or, if his mine was not’ then 
operating, the constructive costs during said year); 
and (4) agree that, for the period during whict 
assistance is received, the principal production 
from the mine for which application is made will be 
gold. Asserts that no applicant shall be qualified 
for assistance under this Act unless the dollar 
value of gold produced and sold during the period 
for which payments are made is 50 percent or more of 
the total value of all minerals and metals contained 
in ores and concentrates produced and sold from said 
mine, Provided that payments shall be made only for 
the gold produced in the proportion the 
nonsubsidized value of said gold bears to the value 
of the total amount of minerals sold from said 
property. 

Authorizes and directs the President tx 
undertake negotiations with other governments for 
the purpose of consumating agreements to provide 
orderly importation of gold including the 
quantitative limitation of gold imports into the 
United States. Provides that such agreements’ shall 
limit the annual importation of gold duty free to 
one-half the annual United States consumption of 
gold during a representative historical period of 
not less than one calendar year prior to the _ year 


1969. Asserts that gold imported in any annual 
period in excess of the aforesaid 0 percent 
limitation from foreign governments with whom such 
agreements have been multilaterally consummated 


shall pay an excise tax of $5 per ounce on all such

excess gold importation. Provides that any gold 
imported in any year from other governments with 
whom the United States has not consummated = such 
agreement shall pay the excise tax of $5 per ounce 
regardless of quantity imported.

Act - Title I: Midcareer Development Service 
Program In The Department Of Labor For Middle~Aged 
And Older Persons - Establishes a comprehensive 
midcareer development service progran, to be 


administered by the Manpower Administration in the 
Department of Labor, to assist middle-aged and older 
workers in becoming employed by providing training, 
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counseling, and special supportive services. 
Provides that the Secretary of Labor through the

Encourages and points the way to 
adjustments by employers, labor, and educational 
inatitutions, Encourages better preparation by 
older workers for anticipated changes. Explores 
further steps to be taken by the Federal Government.

Provides that no person shall purchase or sell 
in interstate commerce any table grapes which he 
knows, or by the exercise of reasonable diligence 
could know, were grown in a county included on this 
list by a producer whose name is not on such list, 
except for a person who purchases such grapes for 
his own consumption, for the consumption of his 
family, or for noncommercial purposes. 

Provides that no carrier or person for hire in 
interstate commerce may transport table grapes for 
consumption by any person being transported if such 
grapes were produced in a county included on the 
list by a producer whose name is not included on 
such list. 

Provides that any person who violates any 
provision of this Act shall be assessed a civil 
penalty, not to exceed $10,000 for the first such 
violation, by the Secretary of Labor. 

Provides that any person who violates any 
provision of this Act more than once shall be 
assessed by the Secretary of Labor a civil penalty 
not to exceed $20,000 for the second violation, and 
$50,000 for the third and each subsequent violation,

Resources Recovery Act Extends for an 
additional four years the Solid Waste Disposal Act 
of 1965. Directs the Secretary of HEW to conduct 


studies and report to the President and Congress on 
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economical means of recovering useful materials from 
solid wastes, recommended uses of such materials for 
national and international welfare, and the market 
of such recovery; recommended incentive programs; 
and recommended changes in current production and 
packaging practices. 

Authorizes the Secretary to carry out 
demonstration projects to test and demonstrate the 
recovery techniques developed by these studies. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make grants to any 
State, municipality, or interstate or intermunicipal 
agency for the construction of solid waste disposal 
facilities, with incentives for new and improved 
methods for dealing with solid wastes. 

Provides that of the sums granted for projects 
in any one State in any fiscal year, not more than 
10 percent shall be granted in such year for any 
single project in such State except in cases when 
less than 10 eligible applications have been 
submitted.

administration of hospitals, and in cooperation with 
practicing physicians, medical center officials, 
hospital administrators, and representatives from 
appropriate voluntary health agencies. 

Extends title IX of the Public Health Service 
Act for 3 years and increases the appropriate 
authorizations over this period from $125 million in 
1971 to $200 million in 1973. 
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States that outstanding individuals in the study 
or care of kidney disease be added to membership in 


the National Advisory Council on Regional Medical 
Programs.

Grants For The Planning, Provision of Services, and 
Construction of Facilities for Persons with 
Developmental Disabilities - Assists the States in 
preparing and implementing comprehensive plans for 
the care and treatment of persons suffering from 
mental retardation or other serious chronic mental 
or physical disabilities originating in childhood. 

Provides for a more effective coordination of 
effort at the State level by combining parts C and D 
of the existing Act which authorizes funding of 
construction grants and grants for the staffing of 
community mental retardation facilities. 

Permits State agencies to combine grant funds 
with other program funds where proportionate benefit 
to the developmentally disabled will result. 

Provides specific Federal financial assistance 
to the States for mental retardation services and 
facilities and would permit each State to apportion 
its mental retardation grants among its various 
governmental agencies in accordance with the 
particular State plan devised under the Partnership 
for Health Act, and to include persons with related 
disorders.

Establishes a National Advisory Council on 
Services and Facilities for the Developmentally 
Disabled which would consist of twenty members to be 
appointed by the Secretary of HEW. 

Provides that the Council would first, advise 
the Secretary with respect to any regulations 
promulgated or proposed to be promulgated by him in 
the implementation of the title I; and second, study 
and evaluate programs authorized by this title with 
a view to determining their effectiveness in 
carrying out the purposes for which they were 
established.

Social Security Amendments - Provides two 20- 
percent across-the-board increases in social 
security benefits. Provides that the first increase 
of 20 percent would become effective January 1970 
and would increase the minimum benefit from $55 to 
$90, Provides that the second 20 percent increase 
would be effective January 1972 and would increase 
the minimum benefit to $120. 

Provides that after both steps of the benefit 
increases are effective the minimum benefit would be 
$120, and the benefit amount based on average 
monthly earnings of $510 would be increased to 
$258.90. Provides that the benefit amount payable 
to workers with average monthly earnings of $650 
would be increased from $218 to $314. 

Provides that for a survivor family consisting 
of a widow and two or more children getting benefits 
on the basis of $650 of average monthly earnings, a 
total monthly benefit of $511.60 would be payable 
where $434.40 is now payable. 

Provides that this 2 step benefit increase would 
also apply to the special age-/72 payments, 
increasing them from the present $40 a month to $48 
in January 1970 and to $57.60 in January 1972, 

Increases the amount of earnings a person can 
have in a year and still receive full social 
security benefits from the presently allowed $1,680 
to $1,800, effective January 1970. Provides a 
corresponding increase, from $140 to $150, in the 
monthly exempt amount. 

Provides that there would be no change in the 
$l-for-$2 withholding for the first $1,200 of 
earnings above the annual exempt amount, but above 
that only $3 in benefits would be withheld for each 
$4 of earnings. 


Increases the lump-sum death payment from $225 
to $500. 

Provides widows' and dependent widowers’ 
benefits equal to 100 percent of the worker's 
benefit where the survivor's benefits begin at age 
65, with reduction down to 82-1/2 percent at age 62. 

Provides that the benefit for workers who come 
on the rolls at age 62 would be 14 percent less than 
what they would have gotten at age 65 rather than 20 
percent less. Provides that the benefit for a wife 
who comes on the rolls at age 62 would be 17-1/2 
percent, rather than 25 percent, less than what she 
would have gotten at age 65. 

Reduces in 2 steps the number of years used in 
computing benefits: (1) beginning in December 19/70, 
the number of years counted under present law would 
be reduced by one-third, but not less than 10 years; 
and (2) effective December 1972, provides for the 
basing of benefits on an individual's highest 10 
years of earnings out of any 15 consecutive years 
after 1950, 

Provides that these provisions will be coupled 
with a regularity-of-service factor, which takes 
into account the length of time the person worked 
under the program, 

Provides for automatic adjustment of annual 
exempt amount of earnings under the retirement test 
to increases in earning levels. 

Provides for automatic adjustment of benefit 
amounts annually to cost-of-living increases of at 
least 3 percent beginning in January 1973. Provides 
that this would include both regular social security 
benefits and the special age 72 payments. 

Makes disability benefits payable after the 
fourth month of disability by substituting a 3-month 
waiting period for the present 6 month period, 
effective July 1970. Provides that it would also 
eliminate the requirement that the disability must 
be expected to last for 12 months or end in death, 

Provides monthly disability benefits to 
handicapped workers age 55 and over, who can no 
longer do their regular work or any other work they 
have done in recent years. Provides that the 3 
month, rather than 6 month, waiting period would 
also apply to these older handicapped workers. 

Eliminates the age 50 limitation on disability 
benefits for totally disabled widows. Provides that 
the benefit for a disabled widow or dieabled 
dependent widower would be payable at the rate of 
82-1/2 percent of the deceased spouse's benefit 
amount . 

Increases the contribution and benefit base from 
$7,800 to $15,000 in two steps: to $9,000 in 1970; 
and to $15,000 in 1972, Provides that beginning in 
January 1974, the base would be automatically 
adjusted to increases in wage levels. 

Provides that the cost of these programs would 
be met out of the $15,000 contribution and benefit 
base and automatic adjustment of the base; the 
current favorable actuarial surplus of 1,16 percent 
of taxable payroll; rounding out the contribution 
rate from 5.9 percent each to 6 percent each; and a 
gradually increasing Government contribution 
eventually equal to approximately one-third the 
total coat of the cash benefits program, 
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Provides noncontributory wage credits for 
individuals who served on active duty in the 
military services from January 1957 through December 
1970. 

Provides that these credits reflecting wages-in- 
kind received by servicemen, would be in addition to 
credits for service basic pay, which has been 
subject to contributory coverage since January 1, 
1957. 

Provides benefits for the dependent aged parents 
of retired or disabled workers. Provides that’ the 
benefit amounts for the parent of a living worker 
would be equal to 50 percent of the worker's primary 
insurance amount (like a husband's or wife's benefit 
under present law) actuartally reduced if taken at 
age 62-65. 

Provides that the benefit amount for parents of 
deceased workers would continue to be 82-1/2 percent 
of the primary insurance amount, or 75 percent of 
that amount, depending on whether one or more 
parents were entitled to benefits, 

Changes the present determining 
eligibility for benefits and benefit amounts based 
on a man's earnings record, making it similar to 
that now in use for women. Provides childhood 
disability benefits for a disabled son or daughter 
of an insured deceased, disabled, or retired worker 
if the son or daughter became totally disabled after 
age 18 and before reaching age 22.

imprisoned for up to a year, or both. Provides that 
the fine and imprisonment term is doubled after the

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
bring suits in the United States district courts in 
cases where he has evidence that an effluent source 
presents: (a) an imminent and substanital 
endangerment to the health of persons or fish and 
wildlife; or (b) an imminent and substantial 
endangerment of economic injury to persons marketing 
shellfish or shellfish products. 

Abandons the conference procedure in favor of 
the quicker and more effective enforcement of water 
quality standards. 

Provides that in the case of pollution that 
endangers the public health or welfare of another 
Nation, that the Secretary, at the request of the 
Secretary of State, shall convene a hearing board to 
recommend appropriate action to abate the pollution. 

Directs the Secretary to issue regulations 
requiring that persons subject to water quality 
standards install and use up-to-date pollution 
control techniques in new facilities. 

Prohibits Federal agencies from making loans or 
grants to or issuing licenses or permits to, or 
entering into contracts for financial assistance 
with any person to construct, install, or operate a 
commercial or industrial facility that does not 
comply with water quality standards.

Establishes in the Department of the Interior an 
Advisory Commit tee on the Marine Environment, 
appointed by the Secretary of the Interior with the 
concurrence of the Council on Environmental Quality, 
comprised of eleven members who shall be qualified 
by training and experience to advise the Secretary 
of the Interior in the management and protection of 
the marine environment of the United States. 

Provides that the Committee shall consult with 
and advise the Secretary in the discharge of his 
responsibilities and in the development of the 
inventories and analyses, and shall analyze and 
review management plans and the implementation and 
enforcement of such plans. 

Provides that the Secretary, in regular 
consultation with the Advisory Committee on the 
Marine Environment and in cooperation with other 
Federal and State agencies shall conduct: (1) 
comprehensive programs for the continuing collection 
and analysis of data concerning the physical systems 
existing in the marine environment including, but 
not limited to, data on tides and wind and ocean 
currents and geological and topographical data, and 
develop and refine models of such physical systems 
which will adequately describe the operation of such 
systems and also provide predictions of the effects 


of various activities conducted in the marine 
environment upon such systems; (2) comprehensive 
programs for the continuing collection and analysis 


of data concerning the plant and animal life found 
in the marine environment and data concerning the 
sensitivity of unique as well as representative 
species of such life to changes in the marine 
environment resulting from development or use of the 
marine environment; (3) comprehensive investigations 
of the ecological systems of the marine environment, 
and develop and refine models of both unique and 
representative ecological systens which will 
adequately describe such systems and also provide 
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reliable predictions of the effects of various 
activities conducted in the marine environment upon 
such systems; (4) a continuing comprehensive 
analysis of the several activities presently being 
conducted in the Marine environment or likely to be 
conducted there in the reasonably immediate future, 
and present and likely future conflicts among such 
uses with a view to developing an understanding of 
the basic purposes which those activities serve and 
to minimizing such conflicts through development of 
novel and alternative means of serving those 
purposes; (5) a program for the development of 
baseline data concerning the marine environment, and 
a comprehensive monitoring program for the marine 
environment designed to provide immediate notice of 
changes in such environment; (6) far-reaching, long- 
range studies which will yield forecasts and 
predictions concerning the activities which may be 
carried out in, and the uses which may be made of, 
the marine environment and its resources during the 
period ending fifty years from the date of each such 
study, including analyses of the characteristics of 
and means by which such activities and uses may be 
conducted, analyses of the likely impact of and 
constraints imposed by such activities and uses upon 
other uses of the marine environment, and the likely 
effects of such activities and uses upon the marine 
environment itself, predictions of the frequency and 
significance of future conflicts among uses of the 
marine environment and of the frequency and the 
magnitude of any damages to the marine environment 
which may result from such activities and uses, and 
recommendations concerning development of 
technology, management concepts, or other means of 
preventing or minimizing conflicts among uses of the 
marine environment and of preventing or minimizing 
adverse effects upon the marine environment; (7) 
studies necessary to the development of criteria and 
standards for the protective management of unique or 
unusually valuable types or species of plant and 
animal life, of types or species of plant and animal 
life which are particulary susceptible to damage or 
destruction from alteration of the marine 
environment, of areas of the marine environment 
which present special hazards of environmental 
damage or conflicts among uses, and of areas which 
exhibit unique or unusually valuable characteristics 
or values; and (8) continuing studies of the 
susceptibility of the marine environment and its 
resources to present and future beneficial uses for 
commercial and sport fisheries, production of fuel 
and other mineral resources, marine transportation, 
enjoyment of natural beauty and other 
nonexploitative recreational uses, scientific 
research and national defense.

Title III: Recovery of Expenses from Negligent

whenever the District

prostheses and medical appliances), or the funeral 
expenses, of an officer or member of the 
Metropolitan Police force or of the Fire Department 
of the District of Columbia (hereinafter, "policeman 
or fireman"); or (2) extend leave of absence with 
pay to a policeman or fireman who is injured or 
suffers a disease under circumstances creating a 
tort liability wpon a third person to pay damages 
therefor (whether or not received or contracted in 
the performance of duty), the District of Columbia 
shall have a right to recover from said third person 
the reasonable value of the care and treatment’ so 
furnished or to be furnished, or for which payment 
has been or will be made. 

Title IV: Joint Contracts - Asserts that the

providing for the refund. 

Asserts that all intangible personal property 
distributable in the course of a voluntary 
dissolution of a business association, banking 
Organization, or financial organization organized 
under the laws of or created in the District, that 
is unclaimed by the owner within two years after the 
date for final distribution, is presumed abandoned.

Establishes an Office of Technology Assessment 
within and responsible to the legislative branch of 
the Government. Provides that the Office is to 
consist of a Technology Assessment Board which 
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formulates policy and a director to carry out such 
policies and administer operations of the office. 
Provides that the duties of the office will be as 
follows: (1) identify existing or probable impacts 
of technology or technological programs; (2) where 
possible establish cause and effect relationships;

(5) make estimates and comparisons of the impacts of 
alternative methods and programs; (6) present

authorities may direct. 

Prescribes the nature of the Board which will be

Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, a further 
adjustment, equitably to apportion the total value 
of the milk purchased by any handler, or by all 
handlers, among producers on the basis of their 
marketings of milk during a representative period of 
time, which need not be limited to one year, 
Provides for the accumulation and disbursement of a 
fund to encourage seasonal adjustments in the 
production of milk which may be included in an 
order.

land is involved, Asserts that any unbranded 
livestock over one year of age found running at 
large on trust or restricted land may be presumed to 
be in trespass and shall be subject to such 
provisions. 

Provides that Indian tribal governments may 
enact laws and ordinances relating to the issuance 
of traders licenses on their particular 
reservations.

Explosives Control Act - Regulates the 
importation, manufacture, distribution, storage, and 
possession of explosives, blasting agents, and 
detonators.

materials, except that a person who lawfully 
purchases explosive materials from a licensee in a 
State contiguous to the State in which the purchaser 
resides may ship, transport, or cause to be 
transported such explosive materials to the State in 
which he resides and may receive such explosive 
materials in the State in which he resides; (B) to 
distribute explosive materials to any person (other 
than a licensee or permittee) who the distributor 
knowns or has reasonable cause to believe does not 
reside in the State in which the distributor 
resides. 

Sets forth penalties varying from $1,000 fine 
and/or one year imprisonment to a fine of $10,000 
and/or imprisonment of ten years for violations of 
provisions of the Act relating to possession 
distribution, manufacturing, etc., of explosives 
covered by this Act. 

Directs that any person who violates any other 
provisions shall be fined not more than $1,000 or 
imprisoned not more than one year, or both. 
Provides that any explosive materials involved in or 
used or intended to be used in, any violation of the 
provisions of this Act or any other rule or 
regulation promulgated thereunder, or any violation 
of any criminal law of the United States, shall be 
subject to seizure and forfeiture and all provisions 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 relating to the 
seizure, forfeiture, and disposition of firearms 
shall, so far as applicable, extend to seizures and 
forfeitures under the provisions of this Act. 

Provides that this Act shall not apply to: (1) 
the transportation of explosive materials via 
railroad, water, highway, or air when such 
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transportation is regulated by the United States 
Department of Transportation and agencies thereof; 
(2) the use of explosive materials in medicines and 
medicinal agents in the forms prescribed by the 
official United States Pharmacopeia, or the National 
Formulary; (3) the transportation, shipment, 
receipt, or importation of explosive materials for 
delivery to any agency of the United States or to 
any State or political subdivision thereof; (4) 
small arms ammunition and components thereof; (5) 
black powder in quanities not to exceed five pounds; 
and (6) the manufacture under the regulation of the 
military department of the United States of 
explosive materials for, or their distribution to or 
storage or possession by the military or naval 
services or other agencies of the United States; or 
to arsenals, navy yards, depots, or other 
establishments owned by, or operated by or on behalf 
of, the United States.

project, and an estimate of the maximun cost of the 
project. 

Requires the Administrator to submit’ to the 
Congress a propsectus of each proposed project to 
alter any hospital or domiciliary facility involving 
an expenditure in excess of $200,000 but equal to or 
less than $500,000. Directs that in the case of 
each such proposed project, such prospectus shall 
include, but not be limited to: (A) a brief 
description of the facilities to be altered; and (B) 
an estimate of the maximum cost of the project.

Provides for fulfilling the manpower needs of 
the armed services of the United States on a 
voluntary basis. Provides that, if at any time 
after the termination of induction of persons into 
the Armed Forces under the Military Selective 
Service Act of 1967 the President determines that 
the military manpower needs of the Nation are not 
being adequately met through a voluntary system and 
that conscription is necessary for the national 
security, he shall promptly notify the Congress of 
such determination, and of the facts upon which such 
determination is based, and submit to the Congress 
such recommendations for legislation as he deems 
necessary and desirable to provide for the 
involuntary induction of persons into the Armed 
Forces. 

Asserts that the President, the Secretary of 
Defense, and the Secretaries of the military 
departments shall exercise the authority vested in 
them by law to provide for the military manpower 
needs of the Nation through a voluntary program of 
enlistments. Provides that in the exercise of such 
authority, the Secretaries of the military 
departments shall, under the direction and 
supervision of the Secretary of Defense, 
specifically provide for: (1) the inducements 
necessary to take fullest advantage of career 
selection motivations in attracting persons to 
military careers; (2) the improvement and expansion 
of the program for utilizing civilian personnel in 
lieu of the military personnel for noncombatant 
service; (3) the improvement and expansion of 
programs under which the education of specialists, 
such as doctors and dentists, is paid for by the 
Armed Forces in return for an obligated period of 
military service by the person receiving the 
educational assistance; (4) the improvement and 
expansion of officer training programs, particularly 
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programs to facilitate the qualifying and training 
of enlisted members who wish to become officers; (5) 
the improvement and expansion of military recruiting 
programs; (6) a more effective incentive program for 
recruiting personnel under which: (A) successful 
recruiting personnel would be _ afforded the 
opportunity to earn extra pay or bonuses as well as 
accelerated promotions, and (B) quota systems would 
no longer be in effect; and (7) the institution of 
any other appropriate actions designed to upgrade 
the conditions of military service and the State of 
military personnel generally. 

Provides for various pay increases, such as 
special pay for physicians, dentists and 
veterinarians. Provides for hostile fire pay and 
combat zone pay. 

Directs that the Secretary of Defense shall 
formulate as soon as practicable after the date of 
enactment of this Act a new pay structure for the 
uniformed services. Asserts that such pay structure 
shall: (1) provide salary schedules of pay which 
combine basic pay rates and present allowances for 
quarters and subsistence; (2) provides for cash 
contributions to a retirement system similar to the 
civil service retirement system provided for Federal 
civilian employees; and (3) take into account the 
amount lost as the result of the termination of 
separate allowances for quarters and subsistence and 
the amount which will be contributed to a retirement 
system, including the loss of any tax advantage 
realized under current law.

Authorizes appropriations for the construction 
of economic growth center development highways. 
Asserts that, in order to demonstrate the role that 
highways can play to promote the desirable 
development of the Nation's natural resources, to 
revitalize and diversify the economy of rural areas 
and smaller communities, to enhance and disburse 
industrial growth, to encourage more balanced 
population patterns, to check, and, where possible, 
to reverse current migratory trends from rural areas 
and smaller communities, and to improve living 
conditions and the quality of the environment, the 
Secretary of Transporation is authorized to make 
grants for demonstration projects for the 
construction, reconstruction, and improvement of 
development highways to serve and promote the 
development of economic growth centers, and 
surrounding areas, and for planning, surveys, and 
investigations in connection therewith. 

Provides that each Governor may transmit to the 
Secretary his recommendations for: (1) the 
selection of economic growth centers within the 
State; (2) priorities for the construction of 
development highways to serve such centers; and (3) 
such other information as may be required by the 
Secretary, for his consideration in approving the

selection of economic growth centers for 
demonstration projects. 

Authorizes appropriations out of the Highway 
Trust Fund not to exceed $100,000,000 for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1972, and not to exceed 
$100,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30,

Judiciary. 


Provides that the purpose of this Act is to 
facilitate representation of persons having clains 
against the United States by legal counsel of their 
own choosing. 

Provides that this Act applies to fees for 
attorneys for services in connection with any claim 
before: (1) the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare under title II or title XVIII of the Social 
Security Act; (2) the Foreign Claims Settlement 
Commission under any provision of law administered 
by that Commission; (3) the Secretary of Labor; (4) 
the Railroad Retirement Board under the Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act; and (5) the President or 
his delegate under the Trading With the Enemy Act. 

Provides that each agency shall prescribe rules 
for reviewing attorney fees reported to it and that 
if the agency finds cause to inquire as to whether 
the fee is excessive or determines that the attorney 
has failed to provide sufficient information with 
respect to his proposed fee or is otherwise not in 
compliance with its rules, it shall notify the 
attorney. Requires every attorney's fee to which 
this Act applies shall be reported to the agency 
handling the claim in such manner and form as the 
agency shall by rule require. 

Provides that within 45 days after the filing of 
such a report, the agency, if it finds cause to 
inquire as to whether the fee is excessive or 
determines that the attorney has failed to provide 
sufficient information with respect to his proposed 
fee or is otherwise not in compliance with its 
rules, shall serve upon the attorney a notice of its 
intention to determine the maximum amount of a fee 
which he may charge in the event that the proposed 
fee is found to be excessive.

Directs that proper adjustments’ shall be 
made in the payments to any State during the third 
and fourth quarters of any fiscal year to the extent 
that payments in the first and second quarters were 
in excess of or less than the amounts which should 
have been paid. 

Provides that the total amount of payments to 
each State for each fiscal year is an amount 
(computed by the Secretary) equal to the product 
obtained by multiplying: (1) the total amount 
appropriated to the trust fund for the preceding 
fiscal year; by (2) a fraction the numerator of 
which is the total amount of indivdual income taxes 
collected from residents of such State and the 
denominator of which is the total amount of 
individual income taxes collected from the residents 
of all the States.

Uniformed Services Retirement Pay Equalization 
Act - Equalizes the retirement pay for a member of 
the uniformed services by providing that it be 
computed on the basis of the monthly basic pay to 
which he would be entitled if he were on active duty 
in his retired grade. 

Provides that notwithstanding any other 
provision of law, a member of an armed force who was 
entitled to pay and allowances under various 
provisions of law on the day before the effective 
date of this Act shall continue to receive the pay 
and allowances to which he was entitled on that day. 
Asserts that the enactment of this Act shall not 
reduce the retired pay or retainer pay to which a 
member or former member of a uniformed service was 
entitled on the day before the effective date of 
this Act.

Small Business Tax Simplification and Reform Act 
- Titie I: Tax Simplification - Creates a permanent 
standing committee of the Federal Government for the 
purpose of devoting continued attention to the 
simplification of the Internal Revenue Code, the 
regulations, instructions, procedures, and other 
publications relating to business taxation. 
Provides that the membership of the Committee would 
include: representatives of the Secretary of the 
Treasury (for policy matters); Internal Revenue 
Service (for technical matters); Bureau of the 
Budget (for coordinating the paperwork aspects of 
IRS forms, in view of the Federal Reports Act) and 
the Small Business Administration to express. the 
interests of the small business community. 

Creates in the Treasury Department a_ small 
business analyst, who would be responsible for 
looking at tax problems primarily from the view of 
small business and the free enterprise system rather 
than the Government's interest in raising revenue. 

Calls upon the Treasury Department for a 
comprehensive study of depreciation policies with 
particular attention to: the impact of recent 
legislation, including the Tax Reform Act of 1969 
and such provisions of this legislation which may be 
enacted; the rapid advances in technology to which 
small business must adapt; and the practices of 
other industrialized nations. 

Calls upon the Treasury to study the entire 
range of pension, retirement, health, medical, and 
insurance benefits in the larger context of what 
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both corporations (including large corporate 
enterprise) and other forms of business are 
providing for their employees and executives. 

Title Il: Adjustment of Corporate Normal Tax - 
Effects a progressive reform in the entire corporate 
tax structure by providing for reductions in normal 
corporate tax rates for corporations earning less 
than $500,000 a year. Provides that from income of 
$500,000 to $1 million, the base rate of 22 percent 
would remain the same, but the effective rate of 
taxation would drop due to the reduced percentages 
in the lower brackets. Provides that as corporate 
earnings rise above $1 million per year the normal 
tax would incline slightly upward to a maximum of 24 
percent for corporations earning over $1 billion 
annually. 

Title III: Special Provisions to Encourage 
Establishment of New Small Business Enterprises - 
Introduces a new concept that new enterprise should 
be encouraged by allowing freedom from Federal 
income taxation for a period of 5 years. 

Restricts such benefits to persons entering a 
business for the first time, and who would be 
spending full time in the capacity of an owner- 
manager of an active trade or commercial business. 

Allows operating losses incurred during the 
first 5 years to be carried over against income 
earned from the 6th to the 15th year. 

Extends to partnerships the option now enjoyed 
by corporations, to amortize their organization 
expenses over 60 months, if they so desire. 

Equates the tax treatment of lenders or 
guarantors to business obligations, whether the 
businesses are incorporated or not, by extending the 
ordinary loss rule presently applicable to 
unincorporated business lending. 

Increases from $25,000 to $50,000 the amount of 
allowable losses resulting from the purchase of 
section 1244 stock. 

Expands the definition of a "small business 
corporation" authorized to issue such stock from $l 
million to $1,500,000 in “equity capital." 

Enlarges from 2 years to 5 the time within which 
a section 1244 plan must be _ executed and would 
preclude stock options to employees from 
disqualifying such a stock issue. 

Permits a new cooperative to retain 100 percent 
of declared patronage refunds (rather than the 
current 80 percent) for the first 5 years of its 
existence on the condition that substantially all of 
the membership and patrons are persons of low income 
and reside within a limited geographic area, 

Title IV: Provisions to Assist Small Business 








Growth - Increases additional first-year 
depreciation from $10,000 to $20,000 in accordance 
with increases in the costs of living and doing 


business since the section was previously revised in 
1958. 

Makes the liberalized depreciation guidelines 
contained in Revenue Procedure 62-21 more fully 
available to small businesses by elevating the 
status of that publication to a regulation pursuant 
to statute. Fixes the length of guideline lives as 
those contained in the Revenue Procedure, and 
eliminates the reserve ratio test for firms 
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designated as “small business" by the Small Business 
Administration. 

Reinstates, partially, the 7 percent investment 
credit which was totally abolished in the Tax Reform 
Act of 1969. Provides that corporate manufacturing 
would be allowed $50,000 worth of qualified 
investment. Provides that permissible investment 
for other corporations and individuals would be 
scaled down to $10,000 and $5,000, respectively. 

Extends the period and flexibility in use of 
loss carryover provisions for small business by 
allowing existing corporations to slide these losses 
in either direction over an 8-year period: 4 years 
forward or 4 years backward, at their option. 

Raises the earnings credit in accordance with 
the costs of doing business to $150,000. Confirms 
the Congressional intention that the burden of 
proof in all accumulation of earnings proceedings 
would be on the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
after the taxpayer has filed an appropriate written 
statement. 

Allows the expenses of certain types of small 
business stock flotations, such as those under 
Regulation A and section 1244 of the Code, which are 
not otherwise deductible, to be amortized over a 
period of 60 months. 

Allows research and development expenses to  b 
amortized beginning at the time they are made, 
rather than waiting until the taxpayer “first 
realizes benefits" from these expenditures. 

Permits a limited number of surtax exemptions 
(up to 5) in the event members of a family are 
placed in proprietary positions where they have 
ownership of at least 50 percent of the stock (or 
other interest) and full time management of a 
separately incorporated unit of a family business. 

Allows the closing of the partnership year for 
a decedent at any of the following times: (1) 
normal close of the partnership year if there has 
been no prior sale, exchange, or liquidation of the 
partnership interest; (2) the date of any of the 
above described transactions; or (3) the day after 
the partner's death, 

Permits a partner to deduct currently his share 
of partnership losses in excess of the adjusted 
basis of his partnership interests, in the event 
that the partner is unconditionally obligated for 
his share of such partnership losses. 

Title VI: Provisions Relating to Subchapter S 
Corporations - Allows enlargement of the Subchapter 
S tax-option"” small business corporations in the 
following 3 ways: (1) initial shareholders could 
number 13; rather than the present 10; (2) 
shareholders in excess of this ceiling who take 
their stock by reason of heirship would not 
disqualify election; and (3) after 5 years, the 
number of permissible shareholders would increase to 
25. Broadens the possibilities for motivating 
employees by way of stock options and for infusion 
of fresh capital for the expansion, 

Provides that the classes of shareholders would 
also be expanded to include: (1) trusts where stock 
passes pursuant to a will, and where the trust is 
used merely to convey the stock to a long term 
eligible holder within 60 days; (2) trusts where the 
entire income is taxable to the grantor; and (3) 
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small business investment companies, subject to the 
elimination of the dividends-payed credit on such 
income, 

Provides that a new shareholder would stand on 
the same footing as all other share-holders, and any 
51 percent of the stock ownership could revoke the 
election. 

Provides additionally for nondisqualification of 
a Subchapter S corporation by reason of exceeding 
the limit of 20 percent passive income in a _ single 
year. Provides that the election privilege could 
still be lost pursuant to this proposal if the limit 
is exceeded in any 2 of 4 consecutive years. 

Provides that if the corporation is able to 
establish that the termination was, in fact, 
inadvertent and can gain full compliance within 90 
days of notification, its Subchapter S status would 
be preserved for future years. 

Title VII: Business Development Corporations - 
Provides that nonprofit State and local development 
companies would be permitted a bad-debt reserve 
deduction up to 10 percent of outstanding loans. 








Title VIII: Preservation of Small Business 
Independenc - Provides that in the event 


corporations suffer financial reverses in 1 or 2 
quarters, they cannot now recover amounts paid to 
the Federal Government in estimated taxes. Allows 
recovery of such amounts to the extent the newly 
estimated tax for the year is less than the amount 
already paid in. 

Permits valuation comparisons of closely-held 
corporations with any similar company whether or not 
it is listed on an exchange. 

Directs the Treasury to conduct a comprehensive 
examination of the converging pressures of income 
taxes, capital gains tax, reorganization rules, and 
estate and gift taxes which are causing so many 
small businesses to sell or merge out of existence 
rather than continue in independent form.

Comprehensive Drug Abuse Prevention and Control 
Act - Provides for under the Public Health Service 
Act and other laws increased research into, and 
prevention of, drug abuse and drug dependence. 
Provides for treatment and rehabilitation of drug 
abusers and drug dependent persons. Strengthens 
existing law enforcement authority in the field of 
drug abuse. 

Title I: Rehabilitation Programs Relating to 
Drug Abuse - Authorizes the Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare to make grants to public or 
nonprofit private agencies and organizations to 
cover a portion of the costs of programs for 
treatment and rehabilitation of narcotic addicts or 
drug dependent persons which include: (1) 
detoxification services; (2) institutional services 
(including medical, psychological, educational, and 
counseling services); and (3) community-based 
aftercare services.

Fair Credit Reporting Act - Makes a finding that 

the present law has failed to prevent the 

development of unsound and unfair practices on the 

part of some consumer credit reporting agencies and 
has failed to provide redress. 


Imposes specified duties on consumer credit 


reporting agence: and grants rights to individuals 
to insure that the bureaus conduct their business 
with reasonable care. Provides remedies to secure 


these rights and duties 
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Defines terms such as "consumer credit report", 
reporting agency", “consumer credit 
information", and “investigative information". 

Lists the duties of consumer reporting agencies 
as: (1) a duty to exercise reasonable care in 
handling of information on individuals; (2) no 
information is to be released except to those having 
a legitimate need for it; (3) a duty to keep 
information current and accurate; (4) to report all 
disputes of information to those requesting an 
individual file; (5) a duty to release all but 
medical information to the individual upon request;

Exempts persons subject to the Act from 
complying with the law of any State with respect to 
the collection, distribution or use of information 
on individuals. 

Prescribes duties of creditors and users of 
consumer reports as: (1) a duty to disclose use and 
source of report; (2) a duty to limit use of report; 
and (3) a duty to report accurately to reporting 
agency the payment record of an individual provided 
that person has authorized such a report and to 
refrain from reporting disputed items as delinquent 
stating they are disputed and giving 
individual's contention of dispute. 

Prohibits the reporting agency from requesting 
that the recipient of a credit report refrain from 
telling any individual where the report came fron. 

Prohibits debt collection agencies from 
threatening individuals with a bad credit rating as 
a result of his failure to pay a debt. 

Prohibits private investigators from supplying 
credit reports without complying with provisions of 
this Act, except when it is an investigation for 
misconduct by an employee for an employer and where 
the report will be used for business, commercial or 
professional purposes.

National Air Quality Standards Act - Revises 
generally various provisions of the Clean Air Act. 
Provides that the Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare shall conduct research on the removal of air 
pollution agents or combinations thereof from fuels 
prior to their combustion; on improving the 
efficiency of fuels combustion so as to decrease 
emissions of pollutants into the air; and in 
developing and producing synthetic or new types of 
fuels which, when combusted, result in substantial 
reduction of emissions of pollutants into the air 

Requires the Secretary to provide grants to pay 
part of the costs, as determined by him, of programs 


designed to develop low emission alternative 
propulsion sources for the present internal 
combustion engine. 

Extends the authority for research on fuels and 


vehicles under the provisions of the Clean Air Act 
through the end of fiscal year 1973. Authorizes 
appropriations totalling over a 3-fiscal year period 
of $450 million. 

Authorizes the Secretary to pay up to 75 percent 
of the costs of planning, developing, establishing, 
or improving regional air quality control programs 
and up to three-fifths of the cost of maintaining 
such programs. Provides before making such grants, 
the Secretary must determine that the regional 
program is operated by the State air pollution 


agency and is applicable to the entire air quality 
control region; that the State has adequate 
regulatory authority, including effective 
enforcement tools, to abate and control air 


pollution from all sources in such region; that the 


State program does not supplant any such program of 
any municipality or a group of them unless the 
Governor determines that the public interest 


requires it; that non-Federal matching funds for the 
region will not be reduced, and that Federal grants 
will be in addition to other funds available to the 
State agency; and that there is an adequate and 
effective State program of coordination. 


Authorizes the Secretary to reduce grant 
payments when the grant recipient is detailed 
personnel of the Public Health Service to aid in 


implementing the Act's objectives, 
Directs the Secretary to withhold grant funds 
under section 105 of the Act (support of air 
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pollution planning and control programs) where he 
determines that a program of any air pollution 
control is and will continue to be under-staffed or 
under-funded, 

Directs the Secretary to give special emphasis 
to research on the effects of air pollution agents 
or combinations thereof on public health and welfare 
to improve knowledge of the contribution of such 
agents to the occurrence of adverse effects of 
health and the short=- and long-term effects of such 
agents on the total human environment. 

Directs the Secretary to conduct epidemiological 
studies of the effect of such agents on mortality 
and morbidity; to conduct clinical and laboratory 
studies; to utilize the facilities of existing 
scientific laboratories and research centers of 
other Federal agencies where such facilities are 
reasonably available for such purposes; and to 
consult with other Federal agencies to avoid 
unnecessary duplication of research and studies. 

Authorizes the Secretary to enter into contracts 
for up to 10 years even though funds beyond the 
first year of the contract may not yet be 
appropriated, Authorizes up to $15 million for such 
long-term contracts in addition to other sums 
appropriated under the Act. 

Provides for the designation of air quality 
control regions. Requires the Secretary within 9 
days after enactment to designate all those 
interstate and major intrastate air quality control 
regions which are not yet designated under the Act 
which he believes are necessary and appropriate for 
such designations, 

Directs the Secretary to publish (initially 30 
days after enactment) a list of air pollution agents 
or combinations thereof for which air quality 
criteria will be issued. Allows the Secretary to 
add to the list periodically. Provides that the 
agents on the initial list must include all those 
pollution agents or combinations of agents which 
have, or can be expected to have, an adverse effect 
on health and welfare and which are emitted from 
widely distributed mobile and stationary sources, 
and all those for which air quality criteria are 
planned. 

Requires the Secretary to issue air quality 
criteria for those listed agents 12 months after 
such initial list is published, 

Provides that such criteria and information 
shall be published in the Federal Register and be 
available to the public. 

Directs the Secretary to publish in the Federal 
Register proposed national ambient air quality 
standards for any air pollution agent or combination 
thereof for which air quality criteria were issued 
by him prior to the enactment of this section. 
Provides that after allowing a reasonable period for 
the public to submit written comments only on _ such 
standards and for consideration of such comments, 
the Secretary must finally promulgate them with 
modifications if needed. Requires such promulgation 
must occur not later than 90 days after they are 
proposed. 

Provides that when national ambient air quality 
standards and goals are promulgated under this Act, 
each State must, after public hearings, develop, 
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adopt, and submit to the Secretary, within 9 months, 
plans to implement, maintain, and enforce such 
standards and goals in each air control region, or 
the portion thereof located in such State. Requires 
the Secretary to approve or disapprove the adopted 
plans within 4 months after the 9 month period, 

Sets forth criteria for approving such plans 
including if, among other things, it provides for 
the attainment of the standards within 3 years; 
includes emission requirements and schedules of 
compliance; includes provisions for monitoring 
devices; includes effective procedures, including 
land use and air and surface transportation controls 
and insures that all air pollution sources will not 
prevent or interfere with the attainment and 
maintenance of such standards and goals; and 
provides that the State has adequate personnel, 
funding, and authority to carry out and enforce the 
plan, including emergency powers, 

Asserts that where a region covers two or more 
States, the plan of both States, must be compatible. 

Allows the Secretary to extend the time to 
submit portions of a plan dealing with ambient air 
quality goals where he believes there is a good 
faith effort to comply, but the extension shall not 
be more than 18 months. 

Asserts that with regard to State plans: (1) if 
a State does not adopt and submit a plan for an air 
quality control region within the period prescribed, 
or if the Secretary disapproves a plan, the 
Secretary must promptly prepare and publish proposed 
regulations setting forth a plan for the appropriate 
air quality control region; (2) where the State 
fails to hold a public hearing concerning the 
adoption of a plan for that region, the Secretary 
must provide an opportunity for such hearing on the 
proposed regulations; and (3) within 6 months after 
the date established for a State to submit adopted 
plans, the Secretary, if a State has not done so, 
must finally promulgate such regulations which shall 
thereafter be the plan for that region until the 
State adopts and submits a plan and such plan is 
approved. 

Provides that standards and plans adopted by any 
State and approved by the Secretary prior to 
enactment of this section will continue in effect 
unless the Secretary determines that they are 
inconsistent with the Clean Air Act, as amended by 
this bill, and will not achieve air quality within 
the time prescribed. 

Provides that whenever the Secretary or his 
representative finds from new information developed 
after a plan is approved that the plan is not or 
will not be adequate to achieve promulgated ambient 
air quality standards he must notify the appropriate 
States and give them an opportunity to respond to 
the new information. Provides that if the State 
fails to respond or makes an inadequate response 
within 90 days, after notice, the Secretary shall 
publish, and finally promulgate revisions to the 
implementation plan of that region. 

Allows the Governor of a State to petition a 
Federal District Court for relief from the effect of 
the expiration of the period established to attain 
ambient air quality standards in the region.

Provides that the routes and schedules of public 
mass transportation systems shall be based upon a 
continuing comprehensive transportation planning 
process. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Transportation to 
assist the Virgin Islands in a program for the 
improvement of a system of arterial highways.

Establishes a Commission on Highway 
Beautification to study the control of outdoor 
advertising and junkyards, review State and Federal 
agencies’ policies relating to junkyards and 
advertising, compile data to determine the 
requirement for such control, and recommend programs 


with regard to junkyards and advertising. Requires 
the Commission to report to the Congress and the 
President its findings.

National Economic Conversion Act = Makes it the 
purpose of this Act to provide the means through 
which the United States may determine the policies 
which will promote an economic conversion which 
will: (1) assure an orderly transition from defense 
to civilian production with a minimum of dislocation 
to families and communities; and (2) encourage 
conversion of technologies and managerial and worker 
skills developed in defense production to the 
service of high-priority civilian purposes. 

Title I: Establishment of The Commission -

Makes it the additional duty of the Commission 
to review any conversion plan submitted to the 
Commission under this Act. 

Title II: Economic Conversion Plans - Provides 
that each defense contract shall contain provisions 
requiring the contractor to define his capability 
for converting military manpower, facilities and 
other resources to civilian uses. 

Provides that if a defense contractor determines 
that his facilities cannot be converted to civilian 
production, he must notify the Commission of this 
fact in writing.

Tax Sharing Act - Establishes a system for the 
sharing of Federal tax revenues with the States. 

Establishes in the Treasury of the United States 
a trust fund to be known as the “Tax-Sharing Trust 
Fund". 

Appropriates to the trust fund for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1970, and for each fiscal 
year thereafter, an amount, as determined by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, equal to the percentage 
provided in this Act multiplied by the total taxable 
income reported on Federal individual income tax 
returns for the latest calendar year for which 
published statistical data are available from the 
Department of the Treasury at the beginning of such 
fiscal year. 

Provides that each State shall be entitled to 
payments out of the trust fund during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1971, and during each fiscal 
year thereafter. Asserts that such payments’ shall 
be made to the Governor. 

Provides that payments shall be made by the 
Secretary not less often than quarterly. Asserts 
that payments to any State made during the first and 
second quarters of any fiscal year may, to the 
extent necessary, be made on the basis of estimates 
by the Secretary in determining the amounts under 
this Act. Directs that proper adjustments shall be 
made in the payments to any State during the third 
and fourth quarters of any fiscal year to the extent 
that payments in the first and second quarters were 
in excess of or less than the amounts which should 
have been paid. 

Sets forth the procedure for determining the 
amount of payments to the States and provides that 
such amount shall be equal to the sum of the 
following portions: (1) individual income tax; (2) 
unemployment; (3) population; and (4) medicare 
payments.

Disabled Veterans Employment Act - Declares, as 
a Congressional finding, that veterans of the active 
military, naval, or air service when disabled as a 
result of such service in war encounter serious 
difficulty in securing employment.

quality health care, but too many Americans find it 
difficult to secure quality health care when they 
need it, where they need it, at prices they can 
afford; and (c) the nation needs systems of health 
care organization, delivery, and financing which 
combine the high scientific and technical competence 
of the medical and allied health professions; the

flexibility, innovativeness, efficiency, and 
managerial skills of private enterprise, the 
legislative and fiscal capacities of government at 


all levels; and the potentialities of consumer and 
community participation in developing and 
maintaining such systems of health care. 

Declares the purpose of the Act to be to improve 
the organization, delivery, and financing of health 
care for all Americans by increasing health 
personnel, promoting ambulatory care, strengthening 
health planning, establishing national standards of 
health care benefits, encouraging provision of such 
benefits through comprehensive health care 
insurance, and by assisting persons of low income or 
in poor health to secure that insurance. 

Title II: Provisions to Increase the Supply and 


Allows a medical student to borrow the full cost of 
tuition, fees, and reasonable amounts for room, 
board, books, supplies, and other related costs. 


Provides that the loan will be forgiven at the rate 
of 20 percent a year in return for practice in an 
area found by the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare and the appropriate State comprehensive 
planning agency to be in need of physicians, 
optometrists, or dentists.

Provides that in its evaluation of the health 
needs of its citizens, the State health planning 
agency would be required to determine as part of its 
planning process the number of comprehensive 
ambulatory health care centers needed in the State 
and a plan for distribution of such centers. 

Adds comprehensive ambulatory health care 
centers to the list of types of health care centers 
of health facilities from which recovery of Federal

funds may be made by the Federal government from 
facilities which no longer qualify. 

Adds comprehensive ambulatory health care 
centers to the list of types of facilities which 


qualify for loans, guarantees and interest subsidies 
under the Public Health Services Act. 

Provides that comprehensive ambulatory health 
care centers are specifically defined so as to 
encompass only facilities which provide a wide range 
of preventive, diagnostic and treatment services for 
ambulatory patients. 








Title IV: Provisions to Strengthen Health Care 
Planning - States that beginning in 1972, the 


President shall make a health report to the Congress 
no later than July 1 of each year on the status of 
the Nation's health needs and health care system 
with a program for meeting those needs, 

Creates a three-man Council of Health Policy 
Advisers in the Executive Office of the President, 
its members appointed by the President with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. 

Authorizes the Council to hire officers, 
employees and such experts and consultants as may be 
needed. 

Outlines the responsibilities of the Council in 
assisting the President in the preparation of his 
Health Report and the setting and coordination of 
overall health policy. 

Requires the Council to make an annual health 
report to the President not later than April 1 of 
each year, starting in 1972, Asserts that this 
report shall be transmitted to the Congress as a 
supplement to the next Health Report of the 
President to the Congress. Provides that in its 
first report,to the President the Council shall 
specifically review and advise the President on 
health programs. 

Provides that the Council shall consult with the 
National Advisory Health Council, other advisory 
councils or committees as well as such 
representatives of the private sector as it deems 
advisable and shall utilize the services, facilities 
and information of other public and private 
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organizations to the fullest extent to avoid 
unnecessary overlapping or duplication of effort. 

Authorizes such sums as are needed to enable the 
Council to function, not to exceed $1 million in any 
fiscal year. 

Increases the funds authorized for 
grants for areawide health planning to $25 million 
for fiscal year 1971, $40 million for fiscal year 
1972, and $60 million for fiscal year 1973. 

Asserts that to be eligible for the grants the 
agency must be prepared to function as _ the 
appropriate comprehensive health planning agency for 
the area or region. 

States that the agency must be prepared to play 
a strengthened role in coordinating areawide health 
affairs, including the determination of health 
needs, capital expenditure programs, cooperative use 
of facilities, optimum use of available manpower, 
and improved management techniques. Requires that 
the agency must provide for consultation with the 
areawide health planning council and other groups, 
for the representation of health care facilities and 
physicians, for enlisting public support, and for 
educating the public concerning the proper use of 
facilities and services available. 

Provides that in the case of applications for 
Federal grants, loans, or other financial aid 
involving more than $100,000 which require 
certification by the appropriate comprehensive 
health planning agency, the application may be 
approved by the Secretary only after he is satisfied 
that the review provisions of this Act have been 
met. 

Title V: Provisions to Make Comprehensive Health 
Care Insurance Available to All = Contains 
provisions designed to accomplish three major 
objectives: (1) To establish minimum nationwide 
standards for individual health care benefits; (2) 
To establish a system of nationwide health care 
insurance, utilizing both privately and publicly 
financed plans, which will assure that every 
individual requiring medical care will have the 
funds required to pay the cost of the care when his 
need for it arises, irrespective of his economic 
status; and (3) To control the cost and quality of 
medical care to the consumer by strengthening 
controls over the prices charged by institutional 
and individual providers of medical care that may be 
exercised by the public and private insurers who pay 
the providers’ charges. Prescribes minimum national 
standards for health care of all individuals. 

Provides significant Federal income tax 
incentives to stimlate the extension of 
comprehensive health care insurance under qualifying 
privately financed plans maintained by employers for

employees, or by individuals for themselves and 
their dependents. 
Restricts the Federal income tax deduction 


otherwise allowable to an employer for any amount 
paid or incurred by the employer for medical care of 
any employee or his dependents. Provides that this 
deduction is restricted to 50 percent of the 
described expense for medical care of the employee.

priority; (3) that a great opportunity is offered as 
a result of recent advances in the knowledge of this 
dread disease to conduct energetically a national 
program for the conquest of cancer; and (4) that it 
is desirable to establish international cooperation 
and joint ventures to carry on programs for the 
prevention, diagnosis, and cure of cancer. 

Establishes an independent agency within the 
executive branch of the Federal Government to be 
known as the National Cancer Authority, having as 
its objective the conquest of cancer at the earliest 
possible time. 

Provides that the Authority shall be headed by 
an Administrator who shall be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the 


Senate, for a term of five years. Provides that 
there shall be in the Authority a Deputy 
Administrator who shall be appointed by the 


President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, for a term of five years. 

Transfers to the Administrator all functions of 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare: 
(1) with respect to and being administered by him 
through, or in cooperation with, the National Cancer 
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Institute and the National Cancer Advisory Council; 
(2) under title IX of the Public Health Service Act 
relating to education, research, training, and 
demonstration in the field of cancer. 

Charges the National Cancer Authority with the 
responsibilities of conducting research and 
utilizing existing research facilities in the search 
for a cure for cancer, encouraging and coordinating 
career research conducted by industrial concerns, 
giving support to scientific projects being 
conducted by recognized foreign experts in the field 
of cancer research centers and establishing new 
ones, collecting, analyzing, and disseminating to 
the scientific community and the general public all 
current information regarding the prevention, 
diagnosis, and treatment of cancer and establishing 
and supporting the production of biological research 
materials. 

Provides that the Administrator shall, within 
one year after the date of his appointment, prepare 
and submit to the President for transmittal to the 
Congress a report containing a comprehensive plan 
for a national program designed to conquer cancer at 
the earliest possible time together with appropriate 
measures to be taken, time schedules for the 
completion of such measures, and cost estimates for 
the major portions of such plan. 

Provides that the Administrator shall, as soon 
as practicable after the end of each calendar year, 
prepare and submit to the President for transmittal 
to the Congress a report on the activities of the 
Authority during the preceding calendar year. 

Establishes in the Authority a National Cancer 
Advisory Board to be composed of eighteen members 
appointed by the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Provides that nine of 
the members of the Board shall be scientists or 
physicians and nine shall be representative of the 


general public, Provides that members’ shall be

carrying out State plans, Declares that payments 
may be made (after necessary adjustment, in the case 
of grants, on account of previously made 
overpayments or underpayments) in advance or by way 
of reimbursement, and in such installments and on 
such conditions, as the Commissioner may determine. 
Authorizes to be appropriated for such purposes such 
sums as may be necessary for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1972, and for each of the succeeding fiscal 
years ending prior to July 1, 1975. 

Provides that the Secretary of HEW shall take 
all necessary steps to coordinate programs under his 
jurisdiction, affecting community colleges. 
Provides that he shall establish in the Office of 
Education an agency which shall be the principal 
agency for programs and activities relating to 
community colleges and which shall, unless otherwise 
specified, carry out Title I, II, and III of this 
Act. Provides that, no later than January 31 of 
each calendar year, the Commissioner shall report to 
Congress on activities carried out under Titles I 
and II of this Act and other activities of the 
Office of Education pertaining to community 
colleges. 








Title IV: General Provisions - Defines such 
terms as "Commissioner", “Community College", and 
“career education", 

Provides that, if any State is dissatisfied with 
the Commissioner's final action with respect to the 
approval of its plan, such State may, within sixty 
days after notice of such action, file with the 
United States court of appeals for the circuit in 
which such State is located a petition for review of 
that action.

Declares that, upon the filing of such petition, 
the court shall have jurisdiction to affirm the 
action of the Commissioner or to set it aside, in 
whole or in part. Directs that the judgment of the 
court shall be subject to review by the Supreme 
Court of the United States upon certiorari or 
certification as provided in section 1254 of title 
28, United States Code. 

Title V: Amendments to the Higher Education Act
